THE NEW AMBASSADOR TO CHINA. 
It is announced by the Zimes that Lord Elgin has consented 
to return to China aud endeavour to get us out of our diffi- 
culties. 

That Government have for some time asked him to do 80 we 
know, but the weight of our information has been that he 
positively declined the offer. If he has accepted it, it must, 
we think, be at the request of Her Majesty the Queen. It is 
obviously a most invidious duty to supersede, or even to be 
sent as a co-operator to, his own brother. From the reply 
made by Lord John Russell to Mr, Osborne’s question on the 
16th instant, this view of the case is confirmed.

JAPAN. 
KANAGAWA. 

The North China Herald publishes a long despatch from Mr. 
Consul-General Alcock, addressed to the Acting Consul at 
Kanagawa, with reference to the serious misunderstandings 
between the Japanese and Europeans at Yekuhama, 

After stating that the natives make little or no distinction 
between one nation and another, or even one individual and 
another, he argues that the acts of any one member of the 
European family in Japan, for good or for evil, must always 
react and exercise a direct influence upon the interests and 
position of all. He then severely censures the foreigners for 
their indecorous and violent conduct, and believes that they 
have themselves to blame for so deplorable a state of affairs. 
The despatch adverts to the circumstance of sailors having been 
permitted to land without any responsible officer, and thus 
having frequently brought the British name into disrepute 
through their violence. 

With reference to Mr. Telge's complaint, Mr. Alcock says he 
most be better satisfied than he had hitherto had reason to be, 
that he had not by his own conduct provoted incivility from 
the Japanese off.cials, 

He thinks that the “difficulty” of the Exchange may have 
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partly occasioned the present deplorable position of affairs, but 
throughout the despatch most severely censures the Europeans. 
The despatch mentions that with reference to the stoppage 


of trade— 

Things bad come t» such a pass that I am not sure it was not the best 
thing the Japanese for the moment could do. In presence of the insane 
demands pressed upon them, often with menace and violence, (for such 
beyond doubt is the fact,) and for sums which not only the applicants could 
not produce in dollars, but which could not be expressed otherwise than by a 
long line of figures ; while a lifetime would not euffice to count many of the 
sums claimed in itzibouz. It is difficult to say whether the indecent levity 
and bad taste which mark many of the requisitions now under my eye, or 
the disregard of all treaty conditions and national interests or repute, equally 
manifested, are most worthy of reprehension. Some are a positive disgrace 
to any one bearing the name of an Englishman, or having a character to 
lose. Not only the sums, in their preposterous amount, are an insult to the 
Japanese Government to whose odicers these requisitions were presented, but 
they are documentsessentially false and dishonest as purporting to bear the 
names of individuals having a real existence and entitled to demand facili- 
ties for trade ; whereas mere words are used as names, and made to convey 
gross and offensive comments. That there may be no question upon the 
strict correctness of this description, I annex true copies of several of these 
documents so disgraceful to the authors; and I have to direct you 
to circulate those, together with a copy of this despatch, for 
general in‘ormation amongst the British subjects at your port. There are 
some outrages against soci-ty and the common interests of nations only to 
be fitly dealt with by giving them publicity, that the reprobation of all 
honest and rational men may overtake tho-e who permit themselves such 
licence even where the liw may fail to reach them, Some have been cure- 
ful net to sign their names to the documents presented to the treasury ; but 
you will have no difficulty in tracing them to the authors by the hand-wiit- 
ing and other circumstances, and I forward you the originals, that in the event 
of the Japanese officials who received being able to certify to the names of 
the parties presenting them, a copy of th: sane should be appended. With 
80 much to deplore and to be amended on the one side and the othe., it is not 
easy to apply aremedy. For the present stoppage in the issue of Japanese 
coins, itis quite certain the foreign applicants have thems:lves chiefly t> 
thank, and they are responsible for any loss or inconvenience that may re- 
sult to them or their constituents. Mr. Keswick, I observe in the corre- 
spondence you forwarded, adopts a tone of injured innocence which I must 
say is very ill borne out by the facts. In the face of a notiScation limiting 
all demands of British sub;ects or firms to a maximum of 5,000 dollars, Mr. 
Barber and he together, both in the same fi'm,do not scruple to send in 
requisitions on one day, the 3rd November, the first for four miltions 
of dollars, and the second for one million four hundred thousand. 
Mr. Keswick alieges as an excuse (he could hardly mean it to be a justitica- 
tion) that others were permitting themselves the same licence, and that he 
took his cour-e “as an act of protection” to the interests confided to his 
care, when he saw others adopting the syst-m for the exchange of more money 
than they really possessed. The defence i:,if possi‘sle, worse than theact defended, 
for if the fact of others adopting a confessedly dishonest and unworthy system 
(which Mr. Keswick hims.lf seem-d too much ashamed of to go on with the 
following day), could be any justitication, the argument would be equally 
valid to justify his taking tne officials by the throat and seizi g their money 
without any form or requisition whatever, provided only that o hers could 
be found to set the example! I should be sorry to think, a ter all, that this 
can be Mr. Keswick’s real opinion ; and I have no doubt whatever that at 
all events the firm of high and estailished reputation whom he and Mr. 
Barber represent at this port, will be the first to condemn it, whether re- 
garded as a question of good judgment or commercial morality. ‘The pro- 
cee ling had not in truth the poor excuse of being pr fitable ; for the Japanese, 
under pressure from some they hardly knew how to resist, «nd clamour and 
irregular demands from all, szemed to hav» been u:te ly bewildered at last, 
and to have adopted no principle of divi-ion or proportion whatever. 
Thus, while Messrs. Keswick and Barber, for their colle:tive five million 
four hundred thousand, received only seven hund.ed and forty-six 
dollars’ worth of itzibous, others at the sam> time received different 
qnota. The alternative open to Mr. Keswick and others in such cir- 
cumstances, cons'stent with the duty they owed to ther employers or 
constituents and the interests confided to them, was to appeal to you, 
that a fair proportion should te observed, and no: to set aside, ay of ny «u- 
thority. a consular notification. and ak for “exaggerated sims.” This 
disposition t treat with open disr-g-td c uvel and injunction alike when 
officiatly com municatel by noticcation, I have already obs-rved on mors 
than ene occasion. Buz it is for you, in the exerese of the authority with 
which you are legally invested in the inter st of both nations, to pu ish all 
whose acis tend t) turn such authority into contempt. Orfences and misie- 
meanours have been commit ed by tios: who appear to bay. thoug t :hem- 
selves safe in only disregirding the consular notifications issued by compe- 
tent au hority for thir governance ; but the Qu en's Order in Cuncil gives 
ampl+ power to desl wit’ euch per ons, and authority no: only to punish 
by fine and imprisonment, Lut to send out of the country, those wh» are 
incorrigi le. 


Mr. Alcock, in conclusion, trusts that every effort will be 
made to allay the irritation and alarm of the Japanese Govern- 
F the shipment of their gold currency, and Delieves that 
this, even more than religious quarrels and encroachments, 
which led to the total expulsion of the Spanish and Portuguese,

CHINA. 
PEKIN, 

We can find no confirmation in any of the papers arrived by 
this mail of the rumour received by telegram, to the effect 
that 100,000 Tartar troops were concentrated around Pekin. 
We are ata loss to know how this telegram originated, and 
must leave our readers to draw their own conclusions, although 
it is somewhat significant that it should have been published in 
time for the debates on the China question. It will be observed, 
however, that our Ningpo correspondent mentions the same 
rumour ; still it is far too obscure to be made the subject of a 
telegram, thus giving it great authentic import. The public, 
after this and several previous cases, such as the blockade of the 
Peiho, must be chary of “ Chinese telegrams,” both political and 
commercial, the exchanges ona late occasion being in error 
2d. per dollar. 

The Pekin Gazettes from the 11th to the 23rd Nov. possess 
but very little interest. Shingpaie recommends numerous 
officers to the favourable notice of the Emperor, and Kiling, 
the late Governor of Kiang Si, and who is about to move to 
the Governorship of Kwang-tung, prays that the whole provin- 
cial establishment may be rewarded for their restoration of 
order in August last (when the rebcls were expelled from the 
province). 

The Emperor is requested to allow the imposition of a duty 
on trade in the Kharashae country. Said duty to be 3 per 
cent. on the value of cattle, &c, and one large cash of a coinage 
called the pu-’rh, and equal in value to ten ordinary cash, per 
catty of cotton and tobacco-leaf. Raw silk and piece goods to 
pay 600 pu-’rh cash transit duty per picul, and sundries from 
Pekin and Canton, 150 pu-'rh cash per picul. The pu-"rh are 
a pure copper cash, coined at Aksu, one of the Mahommedan 
colonies, for the use of which alone are they issued. ‘They are 
counted in tanggo, (hundreds, Manchu), and strings (ch’uan) of 
ten tanggo each. Tho tanggo should be worth a tacl silver, 
The city ditch of Pekin is being widened and deepene, but as 
yet on the north side of the city only. 

CANTON, 

The excavations for many of the houses about to be built 
are nearly completed, but there still appears to be some uncer- 
tainty as to the limits of the factories. 

A fire has taken place in the Commissioucrs’ Yamun, which 
has destroyed a great part of it. A new Hoppo has been 
appointed ; and the Customs Service, after having to undo two 
or three false steps, seems to be settling quictly down as a 
settled and important institution, 

NINGPO. 

A correspondent writes :—“ All remains quiet here. The 
rumours of war seem to be regarded with great indifference by 
| the Chinese. The general feeling among them scems to be, ‘If 
the foreign soldiers do not attack this city, we care nut a fig 
what they do at the north,’ 

“The only derangement occasioned here by the prospect of 
war with the allics, that has come to my knowledge. is a ditti- 
culty to procure sailors to man the junks, about to proceed to: 
Tientsin with the customary revenue of rice. The men are so 
afraid of falling into the hands of the ‘red-haired scldicrs,’ 
that they can hardly be prevailed npon to go at about doubie 
the usual wages. The Grand Canal, formerly the usual route for 
the Imperial rice, has been for a few years blocked up by the 
j Febels, and is so out of repair, it is said, as to be unfit for 
| use, so that the rice must go by sea, or not at all. Intelligent. 
| Chinese express the opinion that the seizure of the revenue tice 
would be about the most serious thing that could occur to the 
| Emperor, and calculated soonest to bring him to terms, The 

Emperor is poor ; according to recent Pekin gazettes, he 
| is obliged to practise the utmost economy. The selling of 
titles and offices stlil cuntinues. Recently the Emperor rewarded 
; the donor of two thousand tacls with a red coral bution, 
! thus conferring upon him the title of a civilian of the second 
_rank, Notwithstanding the embarrassed condition of the Go 
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vernment, the general feeling at Pekin, as gathered by the Ame- 
rican Minister and suite during their brief stay there, is that of 
security and invincibility. The Manchus and Mongolians have 
yet to learn the power of western nations, and the great supe- 
riority of their arms and military discipline and prowess. Even 
the Chinese of this port, though taught some very severe lessons 
in their former war with England, express the opinion that the 
capital is invincible. They seem to found their opinion chiefly 
upon the following reported facts :—That the Emperor has at 
the capital more than ‘ten myriads’ (100,000) of disciplined 
soldiers ; that he is preparing strategic engines of destruction, 
and improving to the utmost his means of defence. Recently 
pirates have much annoyed the small Chinese craft in the 


‘vicinity of the Chusan group of islands. A few days since a 


boat, loaded with Government rice for the soldiers at Chusan, 
was taken. The leaders of these piracies are Cantonese, belong- 
ing toa small flcet of pirates who were bought off by the 
Ningpo officials for their own safety. On their recommendation, 
the whole force was taken into the service of Government, and 
the leader made a military mandarin at Chinhai, which is 
situated at the mouth of the river off Ningpo. Those of the 
band who are not out pirating are at Ningpo, spending their 
time in gambling, and smoking opium, and at brothels. This is 
@ specimen of the contemptibly weak and abominably corrupt 
state of the Chinese Government.” 


SHANGHAL 

His Excellency Mr. Bruce is still at this place, but there is 
nothing public to indicate his occupation or intentions. As he 
would shortly be in possession of the news from Her Majesty's 
Government, we may expect the next mails to bring some signs 
of his intended action, 

A Chinese paper is in circulation, prophesying great calamity 
to China: whether it is to proceed from rebels or foreigners is 
not quite plain. The mystic characters chosen are from the 
most ancient of the classics. 

The taoutai, finding that the charitable institution usually 
charged with the distribution of warm clothing is not issuing 
any this winter, has desired that it shall be supplied, at his 
expense, to any pauper who gives in his name, age, and resi- 
dence to the institution aforesaid. This establishment is called 
the T‘ung Jin Pu Yuen T‘ang, the Hall of Common Charity ap- 
plied to keep up life ; but its issues of clothing are limited to 
every third year in the cycle. 

It is rumoured that the Roman Catholic Missionaries have 
been interdicted from travelling in the interior in disguise. 

Portion of the cargo of the Spirit of the Age, from London, 
was transhipped at Batavia on that vessel being condemned, 
and has arrived here. 

Dr. Williams has delivered a lecture at the Royal Asiatic 


. Society on the present state of affairs, including a “Narrative 


of the American Embassy to Pekin.” It appears that the 
American Treaty had no stipulation that it should be exchanged 
at Pekin, The town of Pehtang, at which the American Com- 
missioners procured the ratification of the treaty, derives its 
name from the river which flows north of it, a stream in size 
and appearance similar to the Peiho, or White River. It lies: 
on the coast, five or six miles above Taku, in the eastern circuit 
of the metropolitan prefecture of Shuntien, and in the district 
of Nivgho, a town about twenty miles up the river. Judging 
from the scores of junks at its jetties, and the docks for building 
them, it possesses alarge trade. The population is reckoned to 
be over 30,000, including the people of a few hamlets there- 
abouts. They mostly dwell in houses made of the soil, a tena- 
cious mud that needs to be strengthened with millet stalks 
when made into walls. Whether from the saltness of the soil, 
or other causes, almost no grass or grain, trees, or anything 
green, are seen near the place. 

In concluding his narrative, Dr. Williams makes the following 
temperate and judicious remarks:—“The reception of the 


‘embassy was courteous, rather than cordial or open ; while all 


the antecedents of its visit might, in the minds-of some per- 
sons, have justified the Chinese Government in granting it no 
more than a mere entry to its capital for specified purposes 
in @ manner previously stipulated. After starting on his 
mission, the Minister committed himself entirely to the 
authorities, and they treated him in a manner to prove 
that some degree of confidence may be placed in ‘them, 
and that they designed to carry out that part of the 
treaty of Tientsin which related to the visit to their capital. 
“While I am ready to concede that many of the objectionable 
points in Chinese policy will be: maintained by the rulers until 





— 
@ stronger power adds force to arguments drawn from reason 
and humanity to induce them to alter their proceedings, there 
are, I think, others which are better left to the gradual ad- 
vance of knowledge and intercourse between foreigners and 
natives. To have this Government upheld by the people, 
its authority must be consonant to their views, and as 
these change its policy will correspond; but to force the 
Government to act against its supposed best interest will surely 
produce reaction. The gtreaties of Tientsin were all dis- 
tasteful to national pride, and jeopardised, in the opiuion of 
many loyal subjects, the vital interests of the empire. But, 
with a better understanding, the fears of all classes might rea- 
sonably be“expected to subside, and even give place to co-ope- 
ration. 

“At present Christendom stands before paganism, in this 
its last stronghold, in a doubtful position. Ignorance adds 
untold: power to fear in the efforts the latter is making 
to resist the advancing tide, and we should be careful 
not to strengthen the worse side. The interests of humanity 
are not always strong enough to bear up against those 
of ambition, commerce, or conquest. But in this part of the 
world, at Icast, the arguments in favour of a peaceful progress 
of all the best interests of both natives and forcigners coincide. 
What seems to be most wanting just now is a better acquaint- 
ance with each other's motives, plans, and condition, especially 
among the influential classes of the empire, who, if they could 
believe that their own authority was not endangered, would 
probably be less indisposed to resist changes.” ‘ 

It is evident that Sir John Bowriug’s idea of the phrase “ the 
Pciho river” being a mistake, is quite a delusion, and that it is 
called the Pei-ho, or White River, from the colour of its mud- 
charged waters. The country round Pekin is described as very 
well cultivated, but the roads, temples, and farmsteads exhibit 
marks of neglect. The Mission entered Pekin at the gate of 
the “ Morning Sun.” 

The question of the reduction in the tonnage dues on British 
vessels under the American treaty still remains in abeyance. 
The consignees who applied to the British Consul for the privi- 
lege to be extended to their ship have not yet received a 
definite reply. 

The second cricket match between the officers of H.M. 
steamers Sampson and Inflexible has been played, resulting in 
favour of the former. The first innings they scored 51. In- 
flexibles then went in and beat them by 16. In the second 
innings the Sampsons made up their loss, and scored 45 against 
their adversarics’ 24, making them winners on the grand total 
of 5 runs. 

FOO CHOW Foo, 

A correspondent at this place says:—‘ We have as a com- 
muuity been somewhat pleased by the urbanity of the Chinese 
officials, They have given notice, it appears, that on the 
Loochoo group an English vessel has been wrecked, aud 
twenty-four shipwrecked seamen cast away. The ship, they 
say, has gone to pieces, but the forcigners have been rescued, 
and are now at Napa, provided and cared for by the native 
authorities. The means through which this intelligence reached 
the Foo Chow officials was the tribute junk that has just ar- 
rived. Being already under way, aud some distance from 
Napa, this junk was unable to bring the distressed mon; but 
an express messenger was sent from the Napa officers on board 
to instruct the tribute-bearers to advise the Foo Chow man- 
darins, that the fact be communicated to the British Consul. 
The name of the ship has not been ascertained, but uo doubt 
it is the Joseph Fletcher. 

The Camilla and gunboat Bustard are both out for relaxation 
of a few days, and on a benevolent trip too. They are gone to 
rid this part of the coast of piratcs, who infest it as a nuisance 
tofnative and foreign trade. Information has reached us this 
morning of the Bustard having been fired into and hit bya 
fleet of them just outside. This shows the audacity of these 
vagabonds daring to open fire upon ove of her Majesty’s vessels. 
However, the gunboat returned it double-quick, suarp, and 
strong, and destroyed four of the junks. That was only the 
day after she left, viz, Dec. 17. é

It will be observed in another place that this port was to be 
opened on the 1st of January, by the American Consul and by 
the British Consul, by virtue of the favoured nation clause 
in the old treaty. 

eae HONG KONG, 
% So confident were the Chinese themselves that a war must be 
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the result of the recent proceedings, that the contractors for 
buildings on this island have refused to enter into any new con- 
tracts, on the ground that an Imperial edict will be issued, com- 
manding all Chinese subjects to return to the mainland, 

Mr. Green having becn compelled, by ill health, to return to 
England, to the regret of every person in the colony, it became 
necessary to appoint some other barrister to act as Attorney- 
General so long as Mr. Adams shall continue Acting Chief 
Justice. It was assumed by everybody that the appointment 
would, as a matter of course, be offered, in the first instance, to 
Mr. Kingsmill, who held it before; but, to the astonishment of 
the public, it seems that the Governor actually made an offer of 
it to Dr, Bridges, relative to whom Mr. Anstey has made some 
extraordinary charges. It is rumoured that this offer did not 
receive the sanction of the real Attorney-General, Acting Chief 
Justice Adams. 

On Mr. Tarrant’s imprisonment, the Daily Press says : “Itis 
said that the governor cannot alter the nature of a sentence, 
and that a man sentenced to the common gaol cannot be put 
into the debtors’ prison. This is pure twaddle, as all the women 
so sentenced are put into the debtors’ prison. The judge has stated, 
we believe, that he had no idea, when he passed the sentence on 
Mr. Tarrant, that the common gaol was such a disgraceful place. 
His honour has interceded for Mr. Tarrant, but in vain. It can- 
not be denied that a spirit of vindictiveness is displayed which 
is far from dignified or becoming. He is treated like a felon. 
Tt must be remembered that the high crimes and misdemeanours 
which he brought home to certain members of this administra- 
tion have never met with even a rebuke from Ii.M. Govern- 
ment.” 

A most extraordinary revelation of lawyers’ fees has been made 
in Mr. Tarrant’s case. It appears, from a statement published 
in the China Mail,that Mr. Pollard’s bill in the case was no 
Jess than 1,314 dols. of which was disallowed, on taxation, 
322 dols.; while Dr. Bridges’ Dill was 1841 dols, of which 
also 501 dols, was disallowed. Amongst the extraordinary 
items, we find in Dr. Bridges’ bill, “ Perusing newspapers,” 
25 dols, though Mr. Pollard appears only to have read 
one, as his bill states, “ Perusing newspaper,” 19 dols. 
Further, in addition of course to the feces, we find such 
charges a8 Sunday notices, attendances, instructions, letters, 
&c. ; the total amount disallowed on both these gentle- 
men’s bills being no less than 823 dols, Preserve us from such 
sharks ! 2 

Building. is rapidly increasing. ... Mr. Remedios has built at 
Pokfoohun a very fine summer retreat. There isa fine carriage 
road, and the piece of ground attached is being laid out in 
gardens, The road to the Sanatorium on the peak is being fast 
proceeded with. In a few days there will be a flagstaff erected 
on the summit, which will be used to signalise all vessels seen 
in the offing. Building lots in the vicinity have been advertised 
for sale, and will shortly be sold by auction. Round the high 
road they are also building magnificent houses. The water- 
works are being very much improved, and the granite dock, at 
Aberdeen, noticed in a previous issue, is almost finished. 
Evening amusements are rising up; there is a performance at the 
Hippodrome, which is crowded every evening, some of the 
troupe having come from Astley’s; this is quite a new 
feature here. Theatrical performances are also very frequent. 

The covlie slave trade is proceeding on a larger scale than 
ever. The scheme for sending free coolies to Demerara may be 
very good per se, but its effects are likely. to be attended with 
most pernicious consequences, for, whilst the Chinese authori- 
tics were induced to legalise emigration under its provisions, 
the French and Spanish have moved for and obtained the same 
privilege on the strength of specious promises which are never 
meant to be carried out. As these will both pay and promise.more 
than those charged with the British emigration scheme—or in 
other wards are quite regardless as to what they payor promise— 
agreat impetus is given to the slave trade, which is thus denuded 
of the odium of kidnapping. Only one ship (the Whirlwind, 
with 336 males, 66 females, and 13 children) has yet sailed for 
British Guiana, but two more are likely to follow soon. Owing 
to the scarcity of rice and consequent. distress in the country, 
no doubt coolies iu abundance can be obtained for a very mode- 
rate inducement. : 

A five broke out on the 29th of December, in the packhouse 
of Messrs, Encarnacao and Co. at the end of Endicott’s Lane. 
The P. & O. Cos engine and tlic police engines being quickly on 
the spot, the fire was extingu‘shed before the adjoining buildings 
were communicated with, A great many. bales of cotton were 








consumed. The fire is supposed to have originated from the 
spontaneous combustion of the cotton. 

The libel case noticed in our last of Mr. Lobscheid against 
the Daily Press, has been compromised by an ample retracattion 
and apology. 

Some most exquisitely wrought Japan ware has lately been 
brought to this colony and sold at auction at extreme rates. It 
is far superior to anything of the kind ever brought “here 
before, and seems to be procurable at Kanagawa, doubtless from 
Yedo. : 

At a meeting of Athe Legislative Council on the 16th 
of December—Present, H. E. the Governor, the Acting Chief 
Justice, the Colonial Secretary, the Colonial Treasurer, the 
Auditor-General, Messrs. Jardine, Dent, and Lyal—iMr. Kings- 
mill was sworn in as Acting Attorney-General, and took his seat 
accordingly. The Governor submitted an ordinance for regu- 
lating hospital accommodation and other arrangements on board

COCHIN CHINA. 
SAIGON. 

By the French war steamer Phlegeton, arrived at Singapore, 
accounts have been received from Saigon, Admiral Page had 
arrived with several vessels, French and Spanish, containing 
troops of both nations, for the purpose of extending the 
French possessions at Saigon. It is to be hoped that this im- 
portant commercial place will be opened shortly for the com- 
merce of all nations. The sanitary state of the troops at 
Saigon was good; at Touron the health of the force was 
improving. 





: JAVA. 

The second expedition sent by the Dutch Government to 
operate’ against Boni has, apparently, rapidly and effectually 
accomplished what the first expedition failed to do. The reso- 
lution of the Bugis appears at last to have fairly given way, and 
after making a brave stand at Boni, they abandoned, without a 
struggle, Pasempa, which is described as being almost impreg- 
nable. The following are the details as furnished by the Bata- 
via papers :—On the 10th November a sufficient number of 
vessels had arrived at the rendezvous at Bulekomba, to permit 
a commencement of the campaign to be made at Sinjai, and 
the sailing vessels, therefore, proceeded there, in tow of the 
steamers, while a column, consisting of three companies of 
infantry, a section of the three-pounder mountain battery, two 
mortars, twenty-one sappers, ‘twenty-seven cavalry, and a field 
ambulance, all under the command of Major Staring, was 
directed to march overland. To this column were also 
attached Aru Palakka, with about 200 followers, and the auxiliary 
troops of Bonthion and Bulekomba, about 500 in number. These 
auxiliaries were lcd by the Assistant-Resident, Mr. Bakkere. 
All the troops having been disembarked on the 3rd at Bajoa, on 
the 6th they marched in three divisions in the direction of 
Boni. No opposition was encountered until they arrived in front 
of that place, when the Bugis opened a sharp fire from the dif- 
ferent works they had thrown up, which was returned by the 
Dutch artillery, and under cover of this the place was assailed 
in different quarters and the enemy driven out, In this affair 
the 4th battalion had 3 killed and 17 wounded. Amongst the 
latter were Major Kroesen, who was wounded in the breast and 
right arm, but not dangerously, and Lieut. Royen, who received 
two wounds, one in the right shoulder, and the other in the 
right arm. The cavalry had 1 trooper killed and 3 wounded. 
Lieut. Koenen received a wound in the right side. After the 
wounded had been attended to, and the total disappearance of 
the enemy ascertained, the march was resumed towards Palakka, 
which was reached about two o'clock in the afternoon. A heavy 
+ quallof rain, which lasted about two hours, proveda source of great 
discomfort to the troops, and it was not until next day that they 
could all be got under cover and provided with sufficient rations. 
A reconnaissance was made in the direction of Pasempa, and pre- 
parations commenced for attacking the enemy. After about a 
quarter of an bour’s sharp engagement, the Bugis forsook their 
entrenchments, and tried to retire upon Pasempa, but in this 
they were frustrated by the cavalry, which intercepted them, 
and inflicted considerable slaughter, the Bugis refusing to throw 
down their arms and receive quarter. The great body of the 
enemy, finding their retreat cut off, returned to the campong, aud, 
covered by the jungle, proceeded northwards in the direction of 
Chirana, Informed by fuzsitives of the previous defeats of her 
forces, ard rightly judging that on Pasempa being taken she 
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would fall into the hands of the Dutch, the Queen quitted 
that place in the greatest haste. So great had been her panic, 
that at short distanc> from her house her palanquin was 
found, which she had abandoned to mount on horseback. 


MALACCA STRAITS. 
SINGAPORE, 

The branch telegraph from Mintok to Palembang has been 
{aid without accident, and Singapore is now in communication 
with the important islands of Java and Sumatra. The line 
hence to Batavia has not yet been opened to the public, but the 
whole will be handed over by the contractors to the Dutch Go- 
vernment within a few days, and we may then hope to be able 
to pass private messages. 

Mr. T. Neubronner, senr., has been appointed to act as 
Assistant to the Resident Councillor, Police Magistrate, and 
Coroner at Malacca, as locum tenens for Lieut. F. L. Playfair, 
leaving on medical certificate, Mr. T. Neubronner’s duties as 
Deputy Sheriff will, in the mean time, be discharged by Mr. J. 
Neubronner. 

The Dutch Mail steamer from Batavia was compelled to 
anchor in Rhio Straits, in consequence of the breaking of her 
piston. Ou information of the accident the steamer Hooghly 
was at once despatched to render assistance, and both vessels 
have arrived. The overland passengers and mails for Java, of 
the 26th Nov., were detained in consequence. The stcamer Sir 
James Brooke was offered, but the Dutch Government replied by 
telegraph that the cost was too great. The Dutch steamer was 
to be ready to proceed by the 14th of January. 

The Agri-horticultural Society have resolved to throw the 
gardens open free to the general public on Tuesday, Thursday, 
and Saturday in each week ; whilst strangers, arriving from 
distant places, will be allowed to visit the gardens at any time. 
In addition to donations of 25 dollars and monthly subscrip- 
tions, His Honour the Governor and other gentlemen have sub- 
scribed additional sums of money for annual prizes. 

The horses in the settlement are suffering from glanders. 
About twelve months ago no less than one thousand horses 
and ponies died of this disease. 

The Governor has decided that” the police force appointments 
shall be open%to members of the uncovenanted service. 

The Governor is about to procced for a short residence on 
the hills of Penang.

THE EXPEDITION TO CHINA. 

The Freuch Government has, in consideration of the im- 
portance of the naval force included in the expedition to China, 
determined to send out a Vice-Admiral to take the command, 
and the choice has fallen on Vice-Admiral Charner, who goes 
out by the next overland mail. This officer has been in China 
befure, aud commanded the French squadron in the Black Sea 
during the Crimean war. Rear-Admiral Page will, it is said, 
remain in Cochin China. Itis said that the number of French 
vessels of war in the Chinese seas will amount to sixty when the 
transports with the gunboats have arrived there. Tho steam 
despatch-boat Forbin was at the Cape on the 3rd December, 
when several English transports were loading horses for India. 
The following officers have been appointed to command gun- 
boats :—Lieutenants de Saisset, Th. Brosset, Salmon, Béhio, 
Racaud, Jurin, Devarames, James, Peyron, and Dol. 

The gunboats themselves are made in fifteen separate pieces ; 
one of them has been put together in the dockyard basin at 
Toulon. Itis said that the three English steam transports, 
which are to carry out the gunboats, will positively be employed 
afterwards in the establishment of a regular service between 
Suez and China ; s0 it seems probable that the proposed French 
mail will be commenced before long, thus putting Europe in 
connection with China three if not four times a month, Until 
further orders, all the dispatches addressed to the French expedi- 
tion in China are to be sent to Hong Kong. Tho charge on 
letters for soldicrs or sailors is 30 centimes the i oz. 

I have just heard that Vice-Admiral Charner has ap- 
pointed for the chief of his staff Capt. Laffon de Lébat; 
Capt. Lecourian-Duquilio, and Lieut. Jaurés, as his sides- 
de-camp. There will be two general officers under his 
orders, — Rear-Admiral Page, now in China, and Rear- 
Admiral Protet, who left here lately. The naval division of 
Indo-China will consist of one ship of the line, two steam 
frigates, five sailing frigates, o sailing corvette, the Capricieuse 
which carries the flag of Capt. d’Aboville, military com- 
mandant of Canton; 3 steam corvettes, 5 steam dispatch, 
boats, 24 of which are of iron, and a number of transports, 
pontoons, and flat-bottomed boats for the navigation of rivers, 
making together about 65 vessels of war. Vice-Admiral 
Charner will proceed by the next overland boat from Marseilles, 
He will hoist his flag on board the Renommé, which left Brest 
for Canton late in November last. 

Captains Lefraper, Langavant, and Libaudiére, of the French 
navy, have been appointed to the command of the three 
steamers, the European, the Weser, and the Japan, which the 
Government recently purchased in England to serve as trans- 
ports to China. It was supposed that each of these vessels 
could have carried out six of the gunboats which take to pieces, 
together with the officers and crews belonging to them ; but it 
bas been found that four boats and their respective crews will 
be quite enough to fill each steamer, and accordingly the French 
Government has chartered some merchant vessels to carry out 
the remainder of the gunboats and crews. 

COCHIN CHINA. 

The bulletin of the attack and capture of the north-east fort 
of Touron, on the Hué road, in Cochin China, signed by Col. 
Bernarda Ruiz de Lanzarote, and dated the 19th Nov., 1859, 
has been published in the Gazette de Madrid. In consequence 
of council of war held on board the Némésis, on the 17th 
Nov., the Marne took on board 400 French and 200 Spaniards, 
forming the reserve under Col. Reibaut. The colonel who 
signs the bulletin embarked in the Don JorgeJuan, with 200 
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chasscurs. On the 18th the Némésis, towed by the steamer 
Regent, was put in motion, All the vessels were at their posts 
—the Némésis frigate, the steamers Regent, Phiégéton, Jorge- 
Juan, the Marne, and the gunboats Avalanche and Alarme. 
The cnemy opencd fire from the under north-west battery. The 
Némésis and other vessels replied, After half an hour’s firing 
the enemy was silenced. The admiral then gave orders for 
landing, and M. Despalier, with 200 men, attacked the under 
battery, while the Spanish colonel, with his companies, di- 
rected his attack against the north-west battery. The enemy 
abandoned their guns as soon as the attacking party had 
climbed 300 feet of the height which dominates the fortress. 
They were pursued, but took refuge ina wood. In the fortress 
were five 32-pounders, a quantity of gunpowder, lances, and 
sabres, The under battery was defended by two bronze 16- 
pounders, two other smaller pieces, and the pieco which had 
opencd fire. There was found a quantity of ammunition and 
many muskets, The occupation of this point intercepts the 
communications between the capital and the Cochin Chinese 
forces. These advantages cost the allies dear. The commander 
of the artillery, M. Derouléde, was killed by a bullet on board 
the Némésis; another officer was killed, and several persons 
wounded. Two hundred French are in position to guard the 
pagoda and lower battery. 





Last October twelvemonth the silk-growers of Lombardy, 
alarmed by the épi:oot!e which destroyed the worm, organised an 
expedition to China to collect eggs exempt from malady. Some 
three months ago the arrival at Kouang-Tcheou was announced 
of Count Castellani, one of the chiefs of this expedition, to 
which the French Society of Acclimation had contributed 
assistance. The traveller has now returned, and can furnish 
for the crop of 1860 regenerated eggs to the French and Italian 
subscribers. Thanks to the assistance rendered him by the 
French and English Governments, Count Castellani was able to 
penetrate into the interior of China, and to practise on a large 
scale the preparation of the most valuable varicties of eggs. 
With the aid of the Chinese Catholics he was initiated into all 
the secrets of the Chinese sericulture, which is never known to 
be attacked by the malady. Having completed his studies and 
observations by a voyage to Japan, Count Castellani returned 
to Europe, having divided and sent the 108 cases of eggs by 
three different routes—36 by way of North America, the same 
number by way of California, and the same by Suez, The 
latter 36 cases were accompanied by the Count himself, in order 
that he might give them all his care on account of the high 
temperature of the countries through which they had to pass. 
All went well as far as Suez; but, in spite of all he could do, 
the Egyptian officials left the cases exposed four days to the sun, 
by which great loss was caused. Count Castellani is at this 
moment at Cairo, claiming indemnity for the same. The re- 
maining 62 cases, which have arrived safely in Italy, will more 
than supply the quantity subscribed for in advance. 


A pamphlet has appeared on the subject of the Belgian expedition to 
China, wiich we noticed in our last, ‘I he semi-official tone of the pamphlet 
betrays high patronage. It proposes that the He'gian expeditionary force 
should be placed under the orders of the commandrr-in-chief of the Anglo- 
French forces, Having taken part in the war, Belgium would be entitled 
toa thare of the same advantages that might accrue to the English and 
French in the war-indemnity imposed upon the Chinese, and one of the 
islands at the mouth of the Yang-tze-Kiang ought to be given to Belgium 
for establishing «colony, The Be'gian writer settles the whole aflair as if 
the campaign was already terminated in the most amusing manner. 


RUSSIA. 


‘i Sr. PererspurG, February 5. 
Some time ago unpleasant rumours of the hostile fecling of 
the Chinese towards the Russians were in circulation here, and 
created such alarm that the official journals were ordered to 
contradict them. It now appears, however, that, though per- 
haps exaggerated, there was some foundation for these reports. 
I have seen a letter from Kiachta, in which the writer says he 
has received accounts from China stating that since their victory 
at the mouth of the Peiho, the Chinese have greatly altered 
their tone, and affect to treat with supercilious contempt all 
foreign barbarians, and try continually to pick a quarrel with 
even the Russians, whom they had hitherto treated with civility 
and respect. It says further, that the Chinese cannot be 
brought to understand the Russian character, or the peaceful 








intentions of their powerful neighbours. They have no idea of 
the immense military forces at the command of the emperor, 
and fancy that Russia only exists upon sufferance, and because 
China has hitherto graciously abstained from declaring war. 


The letter Jays great stress on the very precarious state in which 
China is at this moment placed, as the insurgents are moving 
towards Pekin, and the Anglo-French expedition is looming at 
the distance of a few short months, “ What will become of 
China,” says the writer, “ if the insurgents at home unite with 
the foreign allies, and make a joint attack-on Pekin? There 
will be no other course left then but for the court to retire to 
their own original home in Manchuria.” 

From Nicolajefsk, on the Amoor, the arrival of four Russian 
ships of war is reported. On the 30th of September (12th of 
October), the Oxus, from London direct, arrived in De Castries’ 
Bay with a valuable cargo. A Hamburg barque with American 
goods on board had also arrived at Nicholajefsk. The Amoor 
Company's transport St. Theodosius was preparing to sail for 
Kamtschatka, to load furs for Japan, with which latter country 
the Company intend to trade on a large scale. Several English 
and Belgian engineers aud mechanics had arrived out by the 
above vesscls, as well as fifteen Russian fishermen from Arch- 
angel, and several other persons engaged by the Company in 
different capacities. 

In a scientific point of view, the late cruise of the Russian 
ships of war in the Japan seas has been attended with some 
successful results ; for in the beautiful bay of Corea they dis- 
covered three large islands not to be found on any existing 
charts, and named them America, Nachodka, and Voyvoda re- 
spectively. America Island lies at the furthest end of the island 
of Chu-sim, in the Gulf of Corea. The geographical position of 
Nachodka is laid down as in 42° 45’ N, lat., aud 133° 2’ 30’ 
E. long. from Greenwich ; whilst Voyvoda, with very dangerous 
reefs surrounding its approaches, is given as lying in 42° 14’ 30” 
N, lat., and 137° 17’ East of Greenwich. 

Dispatches have been received here by the Government from 
Count Murawieff, in which he confesses the intention he enter- 
tained to bombard the Japanese town of Jokshama as a signal 
revenge for the murder of the Russian officer, but states that he 
refrained from doing so at the instance of Captain Unkoffsky, 
the commander of the frigate Askold, as the Japanese authorities 
expressed the greatest concern for the unpremeditated act, and 
their perfect willingness to punish the offenders. He adds that 
the Japanese Government have further promised to build a 
chapel for the Russians, and keep it always in repair at their 
own expense. I am not aware of any similar concession being 
made to any other Christian nation, 

The Minister of Finances is busily occupied with the tea 
question, which, as I learn from good authority, will be very 
shortly settled, and that too in a most liberal spirit. If the 
Czar does not yet go so far as the Emperor of the French in 
adopting the principle of free trade geverally, he will probably 
as much astonish the world by deviating in this case from the 
hereditary policy of Russia, The tea trade has been hitherto, 
as most of your readers are aware, little better than a monopoly 
carried on by a few wealthy houses at Kiachta, in Siberia, on 
the Chinese frontier, the importation by sea being totally pro- 
hibited,“and that by land restricted to the above town. ‘This 
fully accounts for the very high price of tea in Russia; for, 
besides the import duty, which amounts to nearly 100 per cent., 
the enormous expense of land carriage for several thousand 
miles, and the profit of the numerous dealers through whose 
hands it passes, tend to swell the price to the consumer, Com- 
mon tea, which fetches not more than 15 to 25 copecks per 
Russian lb. of about 14 oz. (or 6d. to 10d. per Ib.), costs at St. 
Petersburg 2} to 3 roubles (or from 8s. 4d, to 1Us. per 1b.). 
The above-mentioned high protective duty naturally opens a 
wide door for smuggling across the frontiers, which in that dis- 
tant and thinly-populated region is by no means difficult. And 
indeed there can be no doubt that it is carried on to an extent 
scarcely to be credited; and I am enabled to state, on the 
authority of a high official functionary in the Finance Depart- 
ment, that this demoralising traftic, by which the Government 
are the chief losers by the non-payment of duty, is fully equal 
to the quantity of tea imported in a legitimate manner. The 
wonder is, why this state of things should have been permitted 
to exist so long, the Government being perfectly aware of it ; 
and it is therefore not surprising to learn that the system will 
now be abandoned, and the importation of tea opened up to 
public competition by sea and by land. For some time past a 
commission has been patiently examining the whole question, 
and going through a most voluminous mass of evidence in de- 
tail, This commission has at length completed its labours, and 
sent in a report to the Finance-Department. The exact nature 
of the proposed measures contained m this report has not 
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publicly transpired, but I have good reason to believe I am. 
warranted in preparing your readers for a most wonderful 
change in the system, which may be expressed in a few words,- 
and summed up as follows: a moderate duty on tea, and per-: 
mission to import it by sca and by land into any port of the 
empire, and by any part of the frontiers. 

The <Abeille du Nord, of St. Petersburg, publishes the follow- 
ing :—‘‘ What can European nations want in China but security and 
liberty of commerce in the seaports? —_It is there that the power of Euro- 
pean nations can be sensibly felt without being exposed to considerable losses 
in men and money. Would it not be better, instead of treating directly 
‘with an impotent Government, to make arrangements with the local autho- 
rities? Let the Pekin Gazetle occupy itself with chimerical attacks on 
Europeans, your honour will not suffer. ‘The principal object is to convince 
the Mandarins in the provinces on the sea coast that an exemplary chastise- 
ment awaits them every time a Chinaman shall commit a crime, or even an 
offence, against a European. The population in the interior laugh at the 
idea of an invasion of their provinces. In our opinion, it would not be bad 
policy to aecept the Emperor of China’s apology for tne lamentable incident 
of the Peiho. In this manner a campaign in the interior of the Celestial 
Empire might be avoided. Atall events, after having obtained satisfaction 
in one way or another, it will become necessary to revise the treaty of Tien- 
tsin, and substitute clauses favourable to commerce, in place of those which 
are ineulting to the Chinese, and cannot be executed. Any other arrange- 
ment will lead to permanentcollisions mst injurious to trade.” 


HOLLAND. - 


Amsrerpam, February 10. 

“In consideration of the difficulties to which the trade of 
this country with Japan is exposed, and the unpleasant 
position in which the Dutch subjects residing in that em- 
pire are placed, the merchants of Amsterdam, Rotterdam, 
Dordrecht, and Middelburg have drawn up and signed a 
memorial, and forwarded it to the Minister for the Colo- 
nies. In this document the memorialists acknowledge with 
gratitude the favourable commencement of their trade with 
Japan, and pay a high compliment to the Dutch Government 
for the wisdom and statesmanlike conduct they displayed in 
gradually breaking down the barriers which stood in the way, 
and inducing the Japanese to make concessions step by step. 
But they cannot help calling the attention of the Minister that 
they are placed at a great disadvantage as compared with the 
subjects of other foreign Powers, who are always supported and 
protected by an imposing naval force. Although the petitioners 
do not entirely agree with this principle of moral coercion, yet 
it so far coincides with their opinion that the government of 
every country is bound to afford its merchants just protec- 
tion in carrying on their lawful trade; and they sce with 
regret that the Dutch man-of-war that was for some time past 
stationed in the waters of Japan had been withdrawn, by 
which the lives and property of the Dutch merchants were left 
without any protection whatever, and exposed to the violence 
of a semi-barbarous people, in case of any sudden outbreak 
and conflict. Lastly, they deprecate the system hitherto fol- 
lowed of intrusting the interests of the merchants in Japan to 
one of their own body, instead of appointing an influential 
and independent diplomatist to that important office. They 
conclude by requesting the Minister to take the subject into 
his serious consideration, and hope he will take immediate 
steps to station a ship of war permanently either at Nagasaki, 
Kanagawa, or Jeddo, and appoint a representative of the King 
to further the interests of the mercantile community without 
himself belonging to it. 

The ravages lately made by the so-called pile-worm at 
Nieuwendam have undermined the foundations of so many 
buildings, and to such an extent, that a number of houses have 
literally fallen in, and their ruins so cncumber the entrance to 
the harbour that all navigation in that busy port with its in- 
dustrious fishing population is for the present suspended. This 
little worm attacks in myriads the piles on which all tlie houses 
in Holland are built, consuming them with a rapacity and 
quickness second only to the ravages of the white ants in 
India, They seem to appear periodically. Some years ago 
quite a panic was caused in this city by the sudden ravages of 
this little insect, fears being entertained for the immediate and 
irreparable destruction of the whole city, as every building in 
this swampy locality is constructed on an artificial foundation of 
‘Wooden piles driven into the mud. Under the Hotel de Ville 
alone there are no less than 80,000 such piles. It was with 
reference to this mode of building that the learned Erasmus, 
on his arrival at Amsterdam, facctiously wrote to a friend that 
“he had arrived at a city where the inhabitants lived like crows 
on the tops of trees." F

APPOINTMENTS, PROMOTIONS, AND RESIGNATIONS. 


The King has been pleased to accept the resignation of the 
Baron de Kock, Vice-President of the Supreme Council in 
India, who retires from the civil service 30th June next, with 
most honourable certificate and a pension for life.

Amboyna. 

Mr. W. Jonas to be member of the Court of Justice at 
Macassar. 

The following officers of the East India Civil Service have 
received two years’ leave of absence for the benefit of their 
health :—Messrs, W. E. van der Hout, J. van Ooyen, J. F. 
Lange, K. Graafland, J. S. van Coevorden, and J. Nettekoven. 

In my letter of October 7 last (sce China Express, No. 22), 
I mentioned that a detachment of colonial troops had been 
sent from this country by the Wassenaer, Dutch frigate, to 
Lisbon, where they were transferred to the chartered transport 
Alcor for further passage to Java. By the overland mail, ac- 
counts have been received of the safe arrival of the Alcor at 
Batavia on the 3rd December, and the troops—124 men, under 
the command of Captain van Harrevelt—immediately proceeded 
to the garrison depét at Weltevreden. During the voyage one 
of the men was washed overboard ina gale off the Cape of 
Good Hope. : 

The Dutch East India Company have issued a notice that 
their first periodical coffee sale will be held on the 21st March, 
at Rotterdam, and promise to scll no other Java and Samatra 
coffee, except damaged parcels, till their usual sale in the 
autumn. In the March sale the quantity to be offered for 
public competition will consist of 331,154 bags, and the samples 
will be ready for inspection on the 24th February. 7 











Lecrore on Japan sx Dx. Maccowan.—Soctery or Ants,—At a meet- 
ing of this society, held on the 1st instant, Sir Thomas Phillips, Chairman of 
Council, in the chair, De, Macgowan delivered his first lecture in London 
on Japan. The Doctor, after a brief glance at the volcanic origin of the 
islands, proceeded at once to the precious metals and their relative value, 
upon which he gave much valuable information. From his staicment gold is 
most abundant, being, indeed, in ita relative value to silver, as lto 5, in- 
stead of as 1 to 15, as it is in Europe. Silver is not plentiful ; but copper, 
which is a government monopoly, is particularly abundant ; numerous 
articles, even their gutters and house-shutters, are made of it, and they are 
most ingenious in blending it with other metals. There is scarcely any iron 
in Japan, and their cutlery, consequently, is poor and coarse. ‘Their swords, 
however, are of admirable workmunship and temper. The learned Doctor 
said that these swords are scrupulously preserved in the family, and carefully 
handed down from generation to generation; in fact, they are quite his- 
torical, and regarded in the same light as we lok upon out old enstles and 
abbeys. ‘There are mines of antimony, tin, lead, and mercury, Sulphur ia 
plentiful, and coal may be had in great abundance, but, owing to the want 
of good machinery, is at present procured with difficulty, Japan affords to 
the botanist a wide field of discovery, the forests in the ravines being as 
yet unexplored. Their paper manufacture is most extensive ; numerous 
articles are made of this, that western nations could scarcely credit ; not 
only pocket handkerchiefs, umbrellas, &c., but overcoats are made of it, and 
these are quite impervious to the rain, Velvet, satin, gauze, and silk are 
produced there, the latter being 50 per cent. cheaper than in China; their 
maps, also, are admirable, and wonderfully cheap, being about a farthing , 
each, All these topics were illustrated by a laige and very interesting col- 
lection of the products of the country, consisting of arms and other works 
in metal, ceramic ware, silk, and woven fabrics, as well as specimens of 
raw produce of various kinds, The Doctor concinded his lecture with a 
brief sketch of the people, whom he described as sensual, and decidedly not + 
sober. The population he estimated at 30,000,000, and expressed his earnest | 
hope that the opium traffic would not be extended to this the perhaps most 
interesting country in the East. The preceedings terminated with @ most 
cordial yote of thanks to the lecturer. We are giad to find that Dr. Mac- 
gowan purposes giving a course of similar lectures in London, 
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Parliamentary Untelligenre. 


HOUSE OF COMMONS. 

Cama Desats.—On the 13th irst., Mr. B. Cocunaneb-onght forward his 
notice of our relations with China, ad argued that our first differences were 
attributable to Lord Elgin demanding the right of a British resident minister 
at Pekin, and the subsequent acts of our ambassador in forcing the passage of 
the Peiho.—Admiral Sir M. Szyaoux offered some remarks on the origin of 
our troubles at Canton with the lorcha Arrow; he observed that if hostilities 
were carried up to Pekin, we should find, as at Canton, no one to negotiate 
with, avd recommended great moderation towards the crumbling Chinese 
‘Government. He referred to the disagreement between him and Lord Elgin, 
and complained of cer:ain despatches written by his lordship to the Govem- 
ment, in which he had strongly declaimed against bis offcial conduct. The 
gallant admiral also.noticed these matters baving been brought forward by 
‘Mr. Oliphant, in his late werk on Lord Rigin’s mission, with a view of 
poisoning the public mind, He moved for the production of the following 
Papers, end throughout his speech was most attentively listened to. Sir 
Michael moved for copies of the letters of the Earl of Blgin, the Secretary 
of the Admiralty, and Foreign Secretary on the questions alluded to, 


On tho following day Mr. Oliphant wrote to the Times as 
follows: — 

“The ¢ wholestory’ is to be found in cer'ain unpublished documents, con- 
taining an account of Sir Michael Seymour's proccedings, reflecting 80 little 
credit upon the conduct of that officer, that, so far from terking to ‘poison 
the public mind’ against him, I carefully abstained from referring to them. 
‘As, however, he has now seen fit to make so grave a chaige against me, I 
shall cause the whole of the suppressed papers to be moved for in the House 
of Commons, a few of which, t ser, only are included in the motion of Sir 
Michael Seymour for to-night, in order that the public may have an opportu- 
nity of judging for themselves how far this charge is justified.” 


The Times, in noticing Sir Michael’s speech, condemned his 
discretion for bringing forward the squabbles which should 
have been allowed to sink in the muddy waters of the Peiho. 
Now, this is rather hitting the wrong man ; the real offender is 
the one who first brought them before the English public, in a 
work of such notoriety as Mr. Oliphant’s narrative of Lord 
Figin’s mission, The gallant admiral could not allow it to pass un- 
noticed, and very properly used his privilege as an M.P, in giving 
equal publicity to his side of the case. It will be remembered, 
however, that when intelligence reached this country in July, 
1858, the Zimes condemned the admiral’s conduct most roundly, 
alleging that the French were waiting for him to “ move on,” &e. 
It was subsequently demonstrated, however, that the reverse 
was the case ; and Mr. Oliphant, in a late speech, narrated how 
our officers helped the French boats out of the mud, &. A 
correspondent of the Manchester Guardian quoted the French 
admiral’s words to one of his officers :—“ Why, sir, the Cormo- 
rant had silenced the fort before you got abreast of it.” 


Lord Joun Bussrut preceeded to justify Mr. Bruce for acting in 
accordance with his instructions, and stated that after the arrival of the next 
(present) mail he should be prepared to state the course intended by Govern- 
ment.—Lord Panwensron and Sir Joux Paxixoton hoped the House 
would be satisfied with this statement, and defer the discussion, which was 

~ agreed to, a’ter some remarks from Sir De Lacy Evans, Sir C. Napier, Sir J. 
Elphinstone, Admiral Walcott, and Lord C. Paget. 

Tn the House of Lords, on the 14th, Lord MatesBuny said he could not 
assent to the assertion of Lord John Russell that Mr. Bruce had followed 
exactly his instructions, and on the 21st he will explain his interpretations. 
—On the 16th, Mr. C. Bavcz moved for the correspondence between the 
Barl of Blgin, Lord Malmesbury, and the Earl of Clarendon. 

Tne Dewasvs uron CuinA.—Mr. Szrmoun Frrzaxnaup inquired of 
the Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs whether any convention had been 
entered into between her Majesty’s Government and the Government of the 
Emperor of the French with reference to the demands to be made by both 
Governments on that of China.—Lord J. Russet said there was no such 
convention as that to which the hon. member alluded, but only the ordinary 
understanding subsisting between Powers #0 engaged.

THE DEBATES ON CHINA. 

Tux Chinese correspondence offers a conclusive vindication of the course 
pursued by Mr. Bruce and Admiral H«pe. It unravels the whole web of 
studied duplicity and persevering hostility practised by the Ohinese officials 
thro:gh ut the negotiation for the ratificatin of the treaty of Tientsin.

ing tLey uld nt ov. rcome the rsolutin of Mr. Bruce not to te tam- 
Lo zled at Shanghai, they were reaolsed to resort to force, and to stop his 
advance at the mouth of the rivir, In order to throw the best veil over this 
act of treachery, the Chin:se government takes <are that thre shall be uo 
personage of authority (o receive Mr. Bruce at the mou'h of the river, as 
K weil'ang | ad pr.mised, and that his progress shall be arrested without any 
show of impe.ial authcrity. It was found convenient, there'ore, to term the 
ga:tison of the forts at this print an “armed rablle,” acting wit! out autho- 
rity, and to haul down the imperial flag, as though the garrion had bcen’a 
bo'y cf Milay pirates. The Chinese government accordinly require us to 
bel'eve that an armed body of men would fire upon err envoy and his fleet 
without avther ty; while the ccmmissicners assert to Mr. Bruce that even 
they could not venture to chorse for themse'ves a sea ioute, in place of oc 
by land, without the sanction of the empe cr! Neo sooner d.es Admiral 
Hope anchor hie vess-ls out-ide the b-r, rnd cend the Fury's gig access it, 
than perwnission to land is 1efused, and the boat's crew are thre itened by: the 
garrison, Here is the first res-rt to f rce, and it is cn the aide of the 
Chinese, The imperil government, too, in ignoring the aut'orily of their 
own troops, wou'd have justified ev.n the iuitt ton cf force by our ves, in 
orer to eff ct the landing which the commision re had desired Mr. Bruce to 
effect. Mr. Bruce and M. Bourbillon a.ree that they huve a right to 
regerd the river as the natur. 1h ghwey to the capital, and to clear the way 
‘og inst “ unau horised persons.” —Dfurning Post. 




















Tux case of Mr. Bruce and of bis sutordinates is shoridly this :—* We 
knew that we were going to be taken in.

The despatches published in thi 
nal during the past week, evidence st.org, sturdy To.yieom on the part of 
the Cabinet cf Pekin; but that Toryiam, if it be compatib’e w.th Russian 
inspirat‘ous, is inexplicable wh+n measured by the open handed men:cr in 
wiich the Unite] Sta‘es Mission was received. In this, more than in any 
cthir way, n ust Admi al Hop2's achievemcnt of the Peiko be judg'd. On 
the princip'es of internat onl law, it is inexcusalle, As a question of 
discretionary a:tion regulated by difficu'tirs, we cannot say that, in the posi- 
tion in which he a d Mr. Bruce were placed, we might not have done 
likewise, Among the most important features in these re_o.iations, we 
cannot shut our eyes to the shuffling of the Chirese authorities whe deatt 
with Mr, Bruce. The satifcations were positively guaranteed by treaty to 
be exc! anged within a given peri.d. Commi re at Shanghai intimated 
to Mr. Brave that “ they were the only authorities by whom tte exchange 
of the :atificd treaties at Pek’n could be eff c’ed,” and they themselves 
allowed that the rat‘fivation cou'd not take place at the capital until a month 
later thn the period named. Whether they were really honert or rot in 
their intentions, their cts were s.sargely in antagonism with the oppear- 
ance of good fu'th aid Lonesty. Mr. Bruce was just fied in what he did 
by th: su‘cs of human f rbeaance ; bu‘, on tne higher rile of international 
in‘egrity, we might have done what the envoy of the United States did. 
The lat er was putient, reli nt, and powe:le s. We were impatient, euspi- 
cious, and powerful. Mr. Ward cou'd net even enforce his missin, acd 
suce eded. We had force to compel ours, and faied. The pajers I.tely 
publ'sh 4, if they exoncra e Mr, Brece, as tv a certain extent we think they 
do, excus his policy, We may, ard we do, acquit the man; but the 
piinciple is xs inde’entidle as eve-— Morning Chronicle. 

































Tnx position of partics as to the China question is like the situation in 
the Critic. Ministers in and Minist:rs out have something to defend that 
places them in attitudes of cmbarrassment and uwkwerJnes’. We think 
with Lord Derby, that Goverement was wrong in approving the conduct of 
Mr. Bruce, He should have considered b's mission at an end when he 
found his progress resis‘eJ, instead of attempting, with an insufficient fnce, 
to fig! t his way to theratificaticn of a peace. But hardly out of the mou.h of 
Lord Derby are the words that Mr. Bruce was to blame for ‘eciding whether 
there was or was not a sufficient cause cf war, when he cxonerates him by 
declaring tht we had nover been at peace with China! A door, say the 
French, mu t le e'ther open or shut ; and the door of the Temple of Janus 
mu t, we suppose, be like all o her doors in this respect. - In Bnglish, in— 
deed, we bave the middle term of ajar, just fitting the case as the Chins 
jw. ‘The bravery which a commander exhitits in common with the 
humblest cf his foliowers is not to exonerate him from faults in » anagement, 
involving a grievous disaster and frightful carnage. For errors of judgment 
there must always be laze a'lowance, but with this condition, that all care 
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has been taken to form a correct judgment. Now Admiral Hope had his 
coune') of war before the landing for the attack on the forts ; but did he call 
to it all whose military rank and experience gave them a title to a place in 
it? It is confidently acse-ted that he did not, and that an officer in com- 
mand of a part of the forces was left out of the council whose voice would 
have been most decisively against the landing in the mud, That disastrous 
landing was specially recommended by an officer o° in‘er‘or rank to the one 
80 invidiously excluded fiom the council of war.—Zxraminer,

and patience, and a reasonable regord for the veakne-s of the Chinese 
Government, he might have obta’ned the fair avd pacific execution of the 
treaty. The etipulations of that ins‘rament are tco comprehensive and far- 
reaching for the advant:ges they rromi-e to be realis da'l at onc:. As Lord 
E'g'n observed in transmi t'ng them to his Government, they involve arevo- 
lution in the policy of China; end revolut‘ons, we knw, carinot be made in 
aday. Whoeve: preterds that this treaty can be at once enfo-e din all its 
Provisions by any amount of bloodslid and devastativn is a charlatan. We 
can never enjoy its full ope-ation without gaining th: confidence of the 
Chines Gov: ment and people—a d fficu't tisk, looki ig at tie education o° 
both in history ;. but quite practicabl by the obesivance of mingled firmness 
and mod ra ion, ~Daily News. 














Mr. Bruce neither agrees in opinion with the E iglish nor the Chines> 
Government, ‘ He has planned out for h'mself a course of action different 
from that proposed by both ; and whit are the m-ans which he takes to 
promote-his own vitwajand purposes? Why, by writing des;atches to the 
Foreign Office which are not only unworthy of t.e dignity of his position, 
and not only afford proof of his utter incapacity to negot‘ate on the side of 
peace, but despatches that are filled with ill-will and malice to the Chines>, 
which contain disgracefally perverted statements of fact, which are confuted 
by the Fopesientatiogs made by Mr. Oliphant and otheis of high authority, 
and which are, alwogether, the most shamelessly narrow-minded an{ evil- 
Gisposed communications we ever read in any diplomatic correspondence. 
‘The complete success of Mr. Ward’s mission is, indeed, the decisive answer 
to all that can be urged in justification of the policy of Mr. Bruce; and as

Or who, with any sense of 
public resonsivility, cares whether he h-s telatives ¢ nnect-d with the 
Administration or not? I: the character of a nation to be imperilled because 
it may be a delicate matter to remove an individual? Or are we to 
encounter all the risks of hostile operations against the most populous 
empire in the world simply because our ister belongs to a particular 
family? Let the House of Commons look to it, Those who represent the 
country are now in full session assembled: it was not so when the first 
batch of Mr. Bruc-’s lumiliating epistles was given to the public.

the following comments upon the Inte transactions in China :—“ Unhappily 
for Great Britain, Mr. Bruce had an escorting fleet on his embassy of peace ; 
unhappily for Mr. Bruce, he had the gallant Admiral Hope, to whom he 
could dictate the commencement of hostilities ; and unhappily for Admiral 
Hope, he had to carry out the views of such an inexperienced, and, though 
long-bearded, in one sense, unfledged negotiator as Mr. Bruce.” Whilst the 
Morning Herald severely censures the despatches of Lord John Russell, 
and considers him the “feeblest Minister who was ever intrusted with the 
direction of foreign affairs in this country.” The Herald further states 
that the Chinese fave been guilty of a base act of treachery, and that as 
we are not dealing with a Western people who can appreciate motives of 
humanity, in such a case the worst policy is that of submission.

To Tae Eprron oF THE “LONDON aND CaINA TELEGRAPH.” 


Sirn,—In a despatch, No. 32, of 23rd March, 1858, Sir John 
Bowring, the late Governor of Hong Kong, forwarded to the 
Secretary of State for the Colonies’ Ordinance No. 2, of 1868, 
intituled “An Ordinance for Licensing and Regulating the Sale 
of Prepared Opium,” soliciting the approval of Her Majesty's Go- 
vernment for same. In so doing, the learned Knight remarks 
that, in 1845 and 1846, a system existed in Hong Kong similar 
to that existing in the Straits’ settlements, vis.: “Subject to 
certain limitation as to quantity, a monopoly was created 
of raw and prepared opium ; and the revenue produced during 
these two years, when the population of tli colony was only a 
fourth of the number it was in 1858, produced 14,118.” 

Sir John then goes on remarking, “In 1847 the monopoly 
system was abandoned upon grounds of which no official records 
remain satisfactorily accounting for the change, and in its licu 
was substituted an issue of yearly licences.” Ido not go into 
the merits of Sir John’s ordinance, and in alluding to it 
only wish to show if it cannot be satisfactorily accounted for 
why Sir John Bowring’s predecessors should have abandoned 
a system of raising a revenue, which, even in 1846, was, consider- 
ing the number of the population in that year and in 1858, 
more productive in 1846 than in the latter year. In 1846, the 
population was 22,533, and in 1858 near to 80,000. The 
opium revenue, in 1846, was £4,118; in 1858, according to 
Sir John’s despatch, £7,500. 

However that may be, it seems strange to me that Sir John 
Bowring, above all other men, should not have discovered 
grounds upon which the opium monopoly was abolished, con- 
sidering that whilst a member of Parliament, previous to his ap- 
pointment as Her Majesty’s Consul for Canton, he was one, if 
not the most active member of the sclect committee on corn- 
mercial relations with China, commonly called ‘ Lord Sandon’s,” 
which committee, of course, produced a voluminous blue book, 
in the report on which, dated 12th July, 1647, the committec, 
and consequently also Sir John; say, as regards the colony 
of Hong Kong:—“In addition, however, to these natural and 
necessary disadvantages (?), it appears to have laboured under 
others (poor Hong Kong !) created by a system of monopolies and 
farms, and petty regulations particularly unsuited to its position 
and prejudicial to its progress.” Sir John Francis Davis, the 
then governor, seems to have anticipated the wishes of this 
committee, because I find that he abolished the opium farm or 
monopoly on the 5th July, 1847—seven days previous to the 
committee’s report—and substituting therefore the licence 
system. 

Who would have thought it, that the freetrader, in 1847, 
should, for fiscal reasons, censure, in 1858, his predecessor for 
having adopted the views recommended by the committee 
eleven years previous ? Yours respectfully,

The 8th, 31st, and 73rd Regiments will be reinforced from 
Chatham—in all about 1,000 men—and, having been trained, 
will be able to take the field at once.

GENERAL ORDER BY HIS EXCELLENCY THE GOVERNOR. 
GENERAL OF INDIA. 
Camp Meerut, 20th December, 1859. 

His Excellency the Governor-General issues this Notification for the in- 
formation of the Bengal Native Army, 

2. It is likely that au army will shortly be required from India for the 
Queen’s service in Cuina, 

. 3, This army will be compozed partly of European and partly of Native 
‘troops, 

4, The European portion of it will consist of seven regiments of infantry 
(in addition to the two regiments recently sent to China), and some cavalry ; 
but respecting this portion of the force, his Excellency the Commander-in-Chie 
will in due time issue the necessary directions, 

5. The native portion of the urmy will consist in the first instance of five 
battalions of infantry, of which four will be selected from such Punjabee 
regiments as may volunteer for the services, and one from the Hindostance 
regiments which may volunteer, Some irregular cavalry will also be sent. 

6. The strength of the battalions will be 800 privates each, with the due 
proportion of native commissioned and non-commissioned officers, in eight 
companics. 

7. Each man, wh«ther belongi: g to aregiment volunteering collectively, or 
coming lirward separately, will be required to sign or scala paper declaring 
himself to be a volunteer. This precaution for securing individual willing- 
ress will be taken after the offer of a regiment, or ef any man belonging to 
it, shall have been accepted by the G vernor-General. 

8. The period for which volunteers are now required is two years. If it 
should happen that the se: 1 Chira extends beyond two years, any man 
who may wish to be relieved at the end of that term will be relieved. 

9, Depots will be formea in India of regiments voluntecring, to wh'ch 
men who do n-t proceed on forcign service will be attached ; and the pro- 
perty left behind by the men, and any of their families, will be carefully looked 
after at these depots. 

10. The native volunteer battalions proceeding to China will enjoy the 
established privileges of foreign servic, viz 

I.—The privilege of granting family money certificates. 

TI.—The nomination of heirs to family pension in case of their decease. 

JIL.—Pay and full bata in addition to free rations. The full batta will 
be drawn from th» date on which each man’s offer of service is accepted.

In cur issue of tie 28.h Nov. we made the following romark: “T¢ 
appears that instruc:ions have lately been issued from the War-ollice, placing 
the Quern’s troops serving at Hong Kong on the colonial scale of allowances - 
instead of the Indian. ‘The privatiors and monotonous life of officers and

The Navy estimates for 1860-61 has teen published. The grand 
total sum reqnired to be voted for the ensuing financial year is stated to be 
£12,802,200, against £11,773,718, thus exhibiting a net increase of 
£1,026,452. 

Two despatch gunboats, named the Pelicm and the Steady, were 
launched yesterday from the shipbuilding yard of Messrs. W. C. Miller 
and Son, Sefton-street, Liverpool. ‘Iheir dimensions are: Length between 
Perpendiculars, 145 feet; extreme breadth, 25 feet 4 inches ; depth of hold, 
13 fe-t; tonnaze, 425 tone; drauzht of water when fully equipped, 9 feet 
5 inches forward, and 11 feet 6 inches aft.

merchants or political agents, and involved in the crime of inflicting a civil 
and a foreign war on one of the fairest portions of the globe, and ona very 
large portion of the human race, and that one of the most industrious and 
Peaceful, whilst we Christians taught them to fight. We had now felt the 
fruit of our own lesson in the successful repulse of a treacherous attempt, 
under cover of an embassy, to introduce such a hostile force into the heart j 
ot the empire as might enable our rash and ill-advised ambassador to en-

CHINA TELEGRAPH. 
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PROPOSED AMERICAN INTERVENTION IN CHINA. 

A special meeting of the Board of Trade was held at the rooms yesterday 
afternoon, the President, E. 9, Tobey, in the chair, 

The President read a communication from Hon. William Appleton, sug- 
gesting the expediency of memorialising the President of the United States © 
. upon the subject of otlering the mediation of this country to adjust the diffi- 
culties now existing between the English and Frezch nations and the Chi- 
nese empire. He said :— 

You are aware that in the year 18580 treaty of amity and commerce 
was concluded between the Emperor of China and the United States, which 
has been ratitied and duly exchanged. At about the same time treaties. 
were made between the Emperor of China and England, France, and Russia. 
The ambassadors of England and France, while on their way to Pekin, in 
armed ships, to consummate and exchange the treaties, were interrupted in 
their passage, which led toa collision between the ships of war and the 
Chinese forts. The result of this unfortuna‘e event has caused a large naval 
and land force to be sent by France and ¢England to China, and all the 
horrors of war may be enticigated, Can this beaverted ? Humanity, the 
best feelings of our nature, and our interest demand that an effort should be 
made, The treaty between the United States and China recognises such 
mediation, It is quite sure that the Chinese would be ready (with the pre- 
sence in her seas of an overwhelming force of Buropeans) to grant any= 
thing that the European allies would require, that they had the power to 
comply with. The Emperor of China might promise, and be able to carry 
into effect, under the mediation, that which he would be unable to do were 
the promise made under the presence of forces before Pekin, Should this 
suggestion meet the views of the Board of Trade, and the President offer 
the mediation—it being successful—we should all rejoice in the fecling that 
our nation had acted the part of a peacemaker, to whom blessedness is pro+ 
mired. Mr. Beebe remarked that he cordially approved of the suggestions 
of Mr. Appleton, and begged to offer resolutions in accordance therewith, as 
follows, which were unanimously adopted :— 

Witereas, the am! assadors of England and of France, while on their 
way recently to Pek n to exchange the treaties between their respective 
governments and the Emperor of China, were interrupted in their progress 
and ace:dcntally or treacherously fired upon by certain Chinese forts; and 
whereas large naval forces have been despatched to the Celestial Empire to 
obtain redress for the al'eged wrong— 

Resolved—That the Government of this Poard prepare a memorial to the 
President of the United States, respectfully suggesting that the tender to 
the three Powers above mentioned the mediation of the United States for 
the amicable adjustment of all pending difficulties; and, further, that the 
said memorial be intrusted to the Hon. Willivm Appleton, with the request 
that he present the same, and make such statements touching the subject 
matter thercof as he thall deem proper, 

Resolved —Tiat the Secretary of the Board transmit to the Chamber of 
Commerce of New York and the Boards of Trade of Philadelphia and 
Baltimore, copies of the proceedings of this meeting. On the motion of 
Mr. James C. Converse, it was voted that the President and Secretary of 
the Board prepare and sign the memorial to the President of the United 
Stites.—Bostoa Traveller. 

The New York Herald comments on the above :—“ When our Commig- 
sioner to China, Mr. Reed, followed out his instructions and abstained from 
interfering in the late trouble, the London Times abused the American Com- 
missioner and American policy, because we would not interfere to aid 
England. Now it turns out that Mr. Buchanan’s policy was exactly right 5 
and to it we owe the fact that we are not alone the first Power in China to- 
day, but we are in a position to media'e between the three belligerent 
Powers, and possibly prevent a war disastrous alike to England, to France, 
and to China. We learned by late advices that the Chinese Government 
contemplated apeealing to our Minister, Mr. Word, to obtain the mediation 
of the United States ; and we shiuk that the President ought to tender it to 
the three Governments, in this emergency, although we would not urge an 
infraction of the general policy of non-interference 0 judiciously adopted by 
our Government.”

THE NEW PORTS OF JAPAN. 


‘WE are gradually becoming acquainted with all the ports of 
Japan. Nagasaki is an old acquaintance; Simocda has been 
tried and found wanting ; Hakodadi promises to be of more use 
to American whalers than to anybody else. Intelligence comes 
by every mail from Kanagawa, the port of the grent metropolis 
of Japan, Yedo. Two more claim our attention—Ne e-gata and 
Fiogo ; the former was to have been open for traffic on the 1st of 
January last, the latter isto be opened in 1863. Weare unable 
as yet to lay before our readers much information respecting these 
‘two ports. Ne-e-gata was so little known that the third article of 
the Treaty of Yedo stipulated that if that harbour should be found 
‘ansuitable, another convenicnt port on the west coast of Japan 
should be substituted for it. It now appears to be “ unsuitable,” 
chiefly owing to a bar at its mouth. Consequently Mr. Alcock, 
our Consul-General, has issued a notification to the effect that 
further examination must be made of some adjacent harbour, 
and he has notified that no port will be opened on the west 
coast to British trade without due notice. We observe that 
the estuary of Ne-e-gata reccives the waters of the Kasabagama 
and the Sinanogama, which empty into the Sea of Japan by 
three mouths. This is in the province of Netsingo, in which are 
situated the cities of Takata, Naga-oka, Simbota, Murakami, 
Itsu-mo-saki, and Moromats, The province produces lead, lacker, 
wax, white mustard, various cotton fabrics, white hares, stur- 
geon, and other fish, deal and larch timber. Silk, taffetas, oils; 
paper, gold, silver, lead and sulphur are among the productions 
of the adjacent provinces, We shall be glad to hear that our 
hydrographers have discovered some easily accessible port on 


. that side of the coast opposite to Corea. 


As regards Fiogo, we have more assurance. It is accessible, 
and though in itself of little moment, it is of vast importance 
as the port of the two most important cilics in the empire, 
Osaka and Miaco, the latter being, as is well known, the capital of 
the spiritual emperor. Fiogo is the first point which the Dutch 
factors make on passing from Kiusin to Niphon. 1t sometimes 
takes eight days or more to reach Fiogo from Simonoseki, as 
voyagers seldom sail by night. It is about the size of Nagasaki. 
Osaka, the great mart of Japan, is situated about thirteen 
This is one of the five imperial cities, 
and is situated in a fruitful plain, and on the banks of a navi- 
gable river. In some respects it rivals Yedo. One cannot predict 
which will prove the greatest port—Kanagawa or Fiogo. Osaka 
Here they 
refine copper, coin money, cast bronze, print books, weave the 
richest stuffs with gold and silver flowers, prepare the best and 


- searcest dyes, produce the most artificial carving, and manufac- 


“ture all sorts of musical instruments. 


The pictures of Osaka 
are noted, a3 are also the Japanese cabinets and lacquered ware. 
All things wrought in gold and other metals, particularly in 
steel; also the richest dresses ; all sorts of toys, puppets 


“moving their heads of themselves; in short, there is nothing 


from abroad that is not or cannot be imitated in that city. 
It. is the seat of pleasure for wealthy natives; amusements in 
every form are here perfected. For luxury and sensual indulgence 
its inhabitants are particularly noted. Not fur off is the literary 
and religious city of Miako. With two such cities, the port of 


. Fiogo cannot fail to prove a place of great trade. We shall aim 


to make our readers acquainted with the various regions recently 
opened to the enterprise of our merchants in China and Japan— 
a task that shall take us from Hainan to Formoen and Quelpart, 
from Hankow to Manchuria, fields of great interest to all 








classes. It is our design, in a word, to make our Journals depo- 
sitories of information on those parts of the world which come 
within our province, they will thus be found worth filing 
away for reference.

MR. BRUCE’S!DESPATCHES. 


In our last impression we gave a summary of correspon- 
dence with Mr. Bruce, laid before the House on the 27th 
ult. - We now give that which was produced on the 7th inst., 
and the comments of the press on the same. The most extra- 
ordinary part is that portion of Lord John Russell’s letter which 
instructs Mr. Bruce to procure an apology, or an indemnity, from 
the Chinese Government. This is the finishing stroke. 

The first is a letter from Mr. Bruce to Lord Malmesbury, en- 
closing copies of letters which he had received from Sir Charles 
Van Straubenzee, and stating that in consequence he had ad- 
dressed Lord Canning, requesting him to reinforce the garrison 
of Canton. The letters from Sir Charles Van Straubenzee ask 
Mr. Bruce whether war may be considered as having commenced 
with China, or whether matters are toZcontinue as at present at 
Canton so long as the Chinese remain in a passive state; and 
also recommends that two troop stcamships should be sent to 
India or Ceylon for reinforcements. Mr. Bruce, in his reply, 
on 31st July, says :— 

“ As far as I can judge from a communication that has been received by 
M. de Bourboulon from Ho, the Imperial Commissioner, the Chinese Govern- 
ment has no intention of disturbing us at the ports. The letter treats the 
collision at the mouth of the river as unintentional on both sides, and as 
proceeding from our ignorance of the fact that preparations had been made 
at another place to receive us; and he even goes so far as to suggest that 
we had better return to the north, as we shall be received with due courtesy. 
Ihave no doubt that Mr. Ward, the American Minister, will bring down 
some proposals for accommodation. 

“ T do not think, therefore, that orders will be sent from Pekin to com- 
mence at Canton the hostile proceedings of last year, unless we were to 
assume the offensive, and in that case a large force would be required ; for 
the blow, if struck at all, must be struck in the north, and we know that 
during the last year a large force has been accumulated, consisting in part of 
men who show considerable skill in the management of artillery, whatever 
may be their value as soldiers in the field, As my object isnot to fetter the 
action of ber Majesty’s Government, my language to the Chinese authorities 
will continue to be, that I consider my mission to Pekin at an end for the 
present, and that I have referred home for fresh instructions. 

« But T shall avoid, as much as possible, doing or saying anything from 
which the Chinese may infer that I consider what has passed in the north as 
‘an act of war, or as necessarily leading to a ruptare of friendly relations ; 
and, moreover, if they were to make n proper apology, and consent to receive 
me on becoming terms at Pekin, I should not decline the overture: though I 
do not anticipate, after what has taken place, that they will make any pro- 
posal which I could accept as satisfactory. 

“T do not think, therefore, that it would be desitable to make preparations 
in the south with a view to acampaign in the north, before knowing 
what her Majesty's Government will determine on that point; but it is 
obvious that we ought to be prepared for any contingency that may happen 
in Canton or its neighbourhood ; and a« your Excellency seems to think 
that your garrison requires to -be reinforced, I will nddrees his Excellency 
the Governor-General of India on the subject, and forward copies of your 
letters to Admiral Hope, with whom it rests to dispose of the transports 
alluded to,” 


The'next letter is from Mr. Rruce to Lord Canning, report- 
ing the Peiho catastrophe, and asking for a European regiment 
to be sent at once. The other two despatches are from Lord 
John Russell to Mr. Bruce, and we may call attention to the 
fourth paragraph in the first one, as coinciding with the 
opinion expressed in our issue of 17th October, which was as 
follows: —“ Every expedientshould have been resorted to, to avoid 
acollision, and waiting a reply from Tientsin was about the least 
he should have done. Supposing he had gained Pekin by force of 
arms, could it be reasonably expected that the Emperor would, 
in an amicable manner, ratify a treaty after such proceedings 1” 
This is the point on which the whole question should turn, and 
that our legislators should base their inquiry and discussion on, 
in the first place, and secondly to Mr. Bruce's subsequent action ; 
and on this Jatter point, the correspondence with General van 
Straubenzee bears out the condemnation we passed on his 
supineness—and apparent incompetency to act after the great 
and unexpected defeat at the Peiho—in our issue of the 27th 
Sept. We then pointed out the almost insanity of allowing the 
revenue derived from our trade to fall into the hands of the 
Chinese, and thus provide them with the means of maintaining 
a belligerent attitude ;—far better to have nipped theirresources 
then, and avoided the now imminent rupture. Tho Times, in 
its last leader on this subject, which we subjoin, agrees with us

on Mr. Bruce’s extraordinary opinions subsequent to the Peiho 
affair, There is no doubt that the leading journal adopted the 
most popular view on the conduct of the Chinese, and certainly 
to all persons not versed in their general character—a knowledge 
of which can only be obtained by a residence in China, and even 
then only by making it a study—their view of the case is the 
one calculated to have the most supporters. The public of course 
cannot be expected to examine the question for themselves, in all 
its minutia, and form their own opinion. We have before stated 
that we are no apologists for the Chinese, but in this last 
rupture with them we arc decidedly in the wrong through the 
indiscreet and rash acts of our plenipotentiary ; and now Par- 
liament is assembled, we do trust that the discussion will lead 
to the conviction that Mr. Bruce should be recalled and replaced 
by a known diplomatist unbiassed by any previous intimate 
connection with the affair, and prepared to treat the subject on 
his arrival in China accordingly. It cannot be expected that 
Mr. Bruce will do otherwise than lead us into hostilities. 

The following are the despatches of Lord John Russell 
alluded to above :— 

* Poreign-office, Oct. 29, 1859. 

“From the terms of your despatch of the 10th August, I infer that at 
the time when you wrote it you thought it not improbable that the Chinese 
Government might shortly address to you some communication, with the 
view of inviting you to proceed to Pekin for the exchange of the ca. 

ons of the treaty of Tientsin. 

“If any such proposal has been made to you, and if it be still unanswered 
when you receive this despatch, you will state in reply that you are not au- 
thorised to entertain it until the Chinese Government shall have made a 
formal apology for the act of the troops who fired on her Britannic Majesty’s 
ships of war from the Takoo forts in June Inat. 

“ You will add, that her Majesty's Government require that, when you 
goto Pekin for the exchange cf the ratitications of the treaty, you shall 
proceed up the Peiho river to Tientsin in a British vessel, and that provi- 
sion be made by the Chinese authorities for the conveyance of yourself and 

‘our suite with due honour from Tientsin to Pekin. 

“Should the assurances given to you by the Chinese Government on 
these heads be satisfactory, you will make arrangements for proceedirg to 
Pekin at the earliest period at which it may be safe and convenient for you 
to undertake the voyage. It} will be proper that a naval force should 
accompany you to the mouth of the Peilio, and directions to th s effect will 
be forwarded to Admiral Hope. 

“Shou'd you experience any unbecoming treatment, either at Pekin, or 
on your journey to or from the capital, you will return to the Gulf, and 
place the matter in the hands of the naval Commander-in-Chief. 

“ You will take an early opportunity of apprising the ministers of the 
Emperor of China that, in consequence of the attempt made to obstruct your 
passage to Pekin in June last, when you were proceeding thither ts exchange 

he ratifications of the treaty of Tientsin, her Majesty's Government con- 
aider that the understanding entered into between the Earl of Elgin and the 
Imperial Commissioners Kweiliang and Hwashana, with respect to the 
esidence of the British Mivister in China, is at an end, ard that it rests 
henceforward exclusively with her Majesty, by the terms of Article II. of 
the treaty of Tientsin, to decide, whether or not she shall instruct her 
Minister to take up his abode permanently at Pekin. 

“If, however, no pacific overtures shall have been addre:sed (0 you by 
the Chine e Government befire the time when this despatch 1eaches you‘ 
you will, imm: diately on its receipt, c:mmunicate t> the Prme Minis'er of 
the Emperor the demands of her Majesty's Government, as stated abo ¢, 
and inform him that, unless, within a period of 30 days from the date of 

‘our communication, you ieceive from him a 1ep'y conveying to you the 

mperor’s unqualified assent to these demands, the British naval and mili- 
tary authorities will pr-cesd to adopt such mcasures as they may deem 
advirable for the purpose of compel'ing the Emperor of Ch'na t> observe the 
engagements contra ted for him by his plenijotentiaries at_Tientsin, and 
approved by his Imperial edict of July, 1868. 

“ On grounds of humanity, her Majesty's Government would be desirous, 
if possible, to avoid the necessity of having to undertake military operatious 
ona grand scale against the capital of the Chinese empire. They will learn, 
therefore, with satisfaction, that the measures which I have indicated have 
had the desired effect, and induced the Chinese Emperor to accede to the 
moderate terms which by this dispatch you are instructed to offer for his 
acceptance, 

It is necessary, however, to be prepared for a different result, and it is 
the intention of her Majesty’s Goverment to make such arrangements as 
will enable a considerable military force to be despatched from the South 
with the change of the monsoon, if it should be th: n requisite t, undcrtake 
operations on land. 

“ T have only to add that it is not the intention of her Majesty’s Govern- 
ment that you should consider yourself to be bound by your instructi-ns to 
insist on a personal interview with the Emperor. It is essential that you 
should correspond on terms of equality with the chief officers of the empire, 
and that you should refuse to submit to any degrading ceremonial, either on 
the occasion of an audience with the Emperor, or on any other; but you 
will be guided by your own discretion, and in some degree by the j.ractice 
of the representatives of other great Western Powers, in vetermining whether 
or not you will press the demand that the Emperor of Ch'na shall receive 
you in the only manner in wh ch you could consent to be received, namely, 
with the forms which on such occasions are customary in the West. 

“Foreign Office, Nov. 10, 1859. 
“ Sir,—Sirce my despatch of the 29th ultimo was written, I have re-

“Tt appears by this despatch and its enclosures, that the Emperor of 
China now fully sanctions the resistance made by the forts at Takoo io the 
passage of her Majesty's ships up the river Peibo. 








envoys of the different nations were told by Kweiliang and Hwashana, at 
Shenghei, that Takoo was so fortified, and that they must go round by 
eh-tang. 

“Now, although the denial of a passage to the capital by the usual and 
most convenient route would have been evidence of an untriendly disposi- 
tion, yet it was a matter upon which you might have remonstrated and ne- 
Gotiated, without having recourse te force to clear the pass:ge, 

“You say, however, with regard to these alleged warnings :—! These 
assertions are directly contrary to the truth, though I think it not impro- 
bable the commissioners m ve represented the matter in this light to 
the Emperor. Neither in letters that passed between the commissioners 
and the envoys. nor during the interviews Mr. Ward had with them, wasa 
word said of defences at Takoo, nor was any allusion make to Peh-tang. 

“Thus it appears that neither you nor M. Bourboulon re eived any 
warn'ng ; nay, when the Admiral arrived at the mouth of the Peiho, so far 
from having an intimation, from authority, that the passage of the envoys up 
the Peiho was to be resisted, he was assured that the fortifications were 
made by the militia of the ccuntry asa defence egrinst pira es, and that a 
pracage should be opened to allow of vessels proceeding by the r.ver. 

“ The soldiers at the forts had, no doubt, ascertained the correct range of 
the palisades and stakes where the French and British vessels were certain to 
be stopped, and thus they had all the benefit of a prepared ambus ade, 

“ Whether the Emperor was cogni:ant of this act, or whether it was 
directed by his officers, it is an ou rage, for which the Chinese Government 
must be accounted responsible. 

“ Unless, therefore, the most atnple apolegy should be promp ly made, and 
the other demands epecified in my previous despa'ch sha! be complied with, 
y'u are instrected to state that a large pecuniary indemnity wiil be de- 
manded by her Najes y's Governmen: from tha: of Ch'na.” 






COMMENTS OF THE PRESS, 


The Emperor of China had litle doubt aboutlour Leing at war Lord 
John Russell had still less; but as fur the officers immeciately concerned 
and present cn the spot, they were cumpletely embarrass-d, snd could not 
tell how to take the matter. The first who moves is Sir Charles Van Strau- 
benzee, commander of the garrison of Canton. He learns, “through the 
public press.” what has occurred at the Peiho, and, without waiting for more 
official intelligence, discreetly puts himself into communication with Mr. 
Bruce. He can perfectly uscers‘and that even the battle of the Peiho may 
possibly, as affairs go in China, be considered as no substantial breach of the 
peace, and he is prepared, there‘ore, so long as the Chinese “ remain ina 
passive state,” to proceed as usual, All he asks for is a battalion or two by 
‘way of provision against emergencies. Mr. Bruce replies to these inquiries in 
‘a most pacific and magnanimous strain. He is ready to overlook all that has 
occurred, and is particularly anxious, indeed, to repudiate the attitude of an 
offended party ; and he intimates that if the Chinese Government would but 
offer a proper apology, and consent to receive him at Pekin ou suitable terms, 
he would proceed on his mission, all collisions and conflicts to the contrary 
notwithstanding. Our fleet was so encumbered with the wounded at this 
‘ery moment, that steamers could not be spared for the transport of troops, and 
all the kingdoms of the Rast were ringing with the news of our disaster, but Mr. 
Bruce was still ready to assume that nothing particular had happened if the 
Chinese should be of the same way of thinking. He remembered, no doubt, 
the great controversy of 1857, whenit cost us a general election to determine 
a question of this very kind, and he was anxious “not to fetter the action 
of her Majesty’s Government,” which might or might not regard the destruc- 
tion of half-a-dozen men-of-war and 500 lives as an act of hostility on the 
part of the Chinese. But this philosophic serenity was rudely disturbed by 
Lord John Russell's despatch. We now understand, therefore, what were 
the “‘ mederate demands” to which allusion was made in the Royal Speech, 
and we confess that, as far as the conditions themselves are concerned, they 
deserve the character ascribed to them. Less could hardly be exacted in re- 
paration of so deliberate an injury. There is evidence to prove that the 
Chinere expected onr flotilla at the mouth of the Peiho; that, instead of 
warning us off, they desired to entrap us into the ambuscrde they had pre- 
pared ; and that all the incidents of the conflict were the results of fore- 
thought and scheming. We are free to own that we admire the language of 
Lord John in 1859 contiderably more than his language two years eaflier. 
There is nothing to be gained in such matters by vacillation or connivance. 
The Chinese, with all their barbariam, are quite artute enough to compre- 
hend their position, nor do we see any evidence of ignorance or incapacity 
on the part of their Government.—Times. 

It is important to remark in what light Nr. Bruce regarded the political 
consequences of the attack on our gunboats a few cays after the event, 
Writing to General Straubenzee, on the Slat of July, he states that if the 
Chinese were to offer him an apolegy, and consent to receive him on proper 
termaat Pekin, he shon'd not decline the overture. Mr. Bruce thinks the 
Chinese Commissioners deceived the Emperor. However this may be, the 
Chinese Government must Le held responsible for the act of its officers, and 
Lord John Russell therefore adds to his former instructions the direction to 
state to the Imperial authorities that, unless the most ample npology shall be 
promptly made, and all the demands already described shall be complied 
with, a large pecuniary indemnity will be demanded of China. ‘there is 
nothing immoderate in these requirements, nothing which indicates the 
least desire to push matters to extremities. Firmness and a due regard for 
the dignity of this country are combiffed with humane consideration for the 
Chinese people. If the Court of Pekin were not the blindest and most 
infatuated in the world, we might safely reckon on its prompt acceptance of 
the terms proposed.— Daily Neics.

Though Mr. Bruce could not be unacquainted with these characteristics 
of Chinese diplomatists, he seems to have inferred from all the antecedents 
of the Peiho massacre that the Mantchou Emperor and his courtiers had 
been gu'lty for once of sincerity in their negotiations, Forcom ng to th's 
conclusion even Metternich or Talleyrand would have pronounced him ex- 
cusable. The Court of Pekin had persevered so long in a pacific attitude, 
and bad so much to lose and so little to gain by a frech rupture with Eng- 
land, that a wanton breach of the peace of nations could hardly be looked 
for. When it had occurred, however, no immediate advantaze of the rash 
and imprudent act could be taken by our representatives on the spot. Con- 
trary to the maxims of that policy which shou'd aways be pursued in dealing 
with Asiatics, we had omit:ed to keep ready at hand treops tufficient to 
force their way into the capital, and extort at the bayonet’s point the repar- 
ation which the Mantchous invariably deny to justice. £0 circumstanced 
there was only one prudent course in which Mr. Hruce could proceed, and 
that he adopted. He threw no impediments in the way of a pacitic solution 
of the difficulty, supposing the Chinese Government shou'd seem inclined to 
pursue that course: neither did he threaten it with hostilit‘es, but merely 
made a dignified statem:ut to the effect that, under the circumstances which 
had arisen, he must apply for instructi ns from home. Meanwhile Canton, 
the southern capital, eld in check by a very emall garrison, m'ght at any 
moment rouse its whole population against the hand!ul of forcign soldiera and 
exterminate them. This probability presented itstIf to the somewhat opaque 
tmaind of General Van Straubenzee, who, in thecomplications which had arisen, 
wisely applied for instructions to Mr. Bruce—Daily Telegraph. 

















It is expected that this gentleman's imprisonment 
will be brought forward in Parliament in a few days, Nothing further has 
been elicited from the Colonial Office.

Curva axp Javax.—On the 7th inst. Mr, Laurence Oliphant delivered a 
lecture to the Philosophic and Literary Society at Leeds on “The Present 
State of our Relations with China and Japan.” With reference to the China 
question, the lecturer remarked,—‘ There are one or two points upon which 
erroneous impressions seem to exist, which it would be desirable to remove. 
The firet of these is, that the Chinese are never to be depended upon, and 
consistently break all treaty engagements. If this be really the case, it is 
roanifestly absurd to make taeaties with them, much more absurd to go to 
war to enforce these treaties. But I do not think that this view of the 
faithlessness of the Chinese character is borne out by the facts of the history 
of their intercourse with us, I believe that an impartial investigation into 
the circumstances connected with the various disputes which have arisen be- 
tween our authorities and those of the Chinese Government, from the 
earliest periods of our intercourse with them, will show us that they 
have, a8 a general rule, been as little to blame, as we have, and 
without charging the Chinese with gross breaches of faith on the 
one hand, or our own authorities with culpable mismanagement on 





the other, we ean perfectly account for these unfortunate mis- 
understandings when we take into consideration the total dis- 
similarity of the civilization, institutions, traditions, and race 


of the two nations thus brought into close and intimate contact with each 
other. It is difficult to say which would in the long run be most disastrous 
to our interests in that empire—a system of incessant and violent retaliation, 
or of consistent and unresenting submission to insult. It would appear that 
the happy medium consists in the moral pressure which a skilful and judicious 
diplomacy might exert, resting, however, upon a sufficient material force in 
reserve in cise of need. egret may be felt that the delicate questions 
involved in the right of a British Minister at Pekin were not settled by a 
visit. by Lord Elgin to the capital immediately after the negotia- 
tion of the Treaty of Tien-stin. Circumstances, however, over which 
he had no control occurred to render it impossible for him to carry out the 
intention which he or'ginally entertained of doing so, and thus it was left to 
Mr. Bruce to make the attempt under much less favourable conditions. Unfor- 
tunately, in making that attemp: our arms sustained a defvat, and the point 
upon which public opinion is at this juncture somewhat divided is as to the 
propriety of undertaking hostile measures against China with a view of re- 
trieving the position in tiat country which we have lost, and of enforcing the 
rights acquired in the treaty. Now, with reference to this latter point, I do 
not believe that the Chincee Government ever intended to deny our right of 
visiting the capital. The fact that they permitted the American Minister, 
who had no treaty right, to go there, proves this. In other words, they 
fully intended to keep the treaty, but, unfertunately, their ideas of how 
it was to be kept, differed materially from curs, With a people so igno- 
rant and prajudiced as the Chinese, it is very doubtful now whether they 
will accept the alternative which is to be prsented to them of 
making an apology, “and receiving ‘our Miniater in a manner be- 
fitting his rank and the country he represents. It is possible 
however, that they wiil be wise in time. and one good effect of sending out a 
much larger force than the exigencies of the case require may be to srighten 
them into good behaviour, and thus render further hostilities unnecessary. 
But if their recent success encourages them in their pride and obstinacy, it 
will be necessary to tench them by force, not that treaties are to be respected 
of that they are perfectly aware—but that as a nation we are upon a foot- 
ing of perfect equality with them, and entitled to consideration as auch.” 
The large room of the Stock Exchange was engaged {or the lecture, as the 
hall of the Philosophical Society was incapable of accommodating the large 
audience. 

San Fraxctsco axp Japax.—It is asubject of no little gratification that 
the port of San Francisco is rapidly becoming, if not a'ready established as, 
the principal trading city between the civilised world and the long her- 
tmetically sealed Japanese empire. Already a most lucrative business has 
sprung up between us, and we justly deem ourselves the most favoured me- 
dium of commercial intercourse with Japan. No other c ty in the world, 
for the space of over two hundred years, has done so much immediate busi- 
neés with the Japanese as San Francisco. ‘The growing and monetary im- 
portance of the Pacific coast, the influx of Chinese, with whom the people of 
Japan have ever maintained intimate commercial relations, our geogra; hical 


position in relation to the Japanese empire, and other like arguments, served 
to open the eyes of the government to the importance of this subject, 
Already several cargoes of the goods manufactured by these almost unknown 
penple have reached our shores, and been disposed of at handsome profits ; 
and there ‘is no reason to doubt that the trade thus auspiciously opened 
will be greatly increased, Japan possesses many articles of the first im- 
portance which we greatly need, and we boast a great deal that is acceptable 
to their markets, Our intercourse is still in the bud of promise; it remaing 
with us to bring it to full fruition. The arrival last night of two vessels 
from Japan—one laden with valuable and elegant goods—will give a tolerable 
idea of the already rapidly increasing commerce between San Francisco and 
that empire. The exciting news brought by the bark Onward is not aggra- 
vated by the intelligence received by the schooner Page. It is nevertheless 
clear that another and still more formidable expedition than that of Com- 
modore Perry should at once be fitted out by our government. The Ja- 
panese, like the Chinese, regard us as barbarians; and, from the impunity 
of their former conduct towards the Portuguese and Dutch, evidently rank all 
other Christian nations upon a like footing. This disposition to underrate 
our power must be checked at all hozards. We are accredited as the key to 
the Japanese empire, and it will never do to let it slip from our grasp, or 
show curselves unable to open and keep open the long-locked gates of 
Japanese exclusiveness.—San Francisco Herald. 

Tue Cuingse mn Avstratta.—lIt is to the Chincse that the greatest of 
all the recent gold discoveries isdue. The immigration-tax drove them toa | 
surreptitious mode of entering the colony ; and landing in Guichen Bay, in 
South Australia, and taking a course thence over the frontier across the 
Grampian ranges, they came upon a deposit of marvellous richness in the 
neighbourhood of Mount Ararat. In one of their first encampments, while 
picking up the rcots of grass and prying for gold, they found the celebrated 
“ Chinaiman’s hole,” which yielded 3,000 ounces in a few hours, This led to 
the greatest “ rush’ which had ever been known at the gold-fields, for 60,000 
people congregated there ina few weeks, and before a month had elapsed an 
immense town was systematically laid out, and shops, hotele, and restaurants 
arose, like the mystic trees of Ind‘an jugglers; these were quickly followed 
by theatres, billiard and bagatelle-rooms, a daily mail, and a daily newspaper. 
Thus, within the space of two months, a wild mountain gorge was converted 
into a teeming city, where frontages were nearly as valuable as in the heart 
of London. It is believed that the golden “ lead” is traceable all the way 
from Ararat to Avoca, a distance of sixty miles, through a country flanked 
by auriferous ranges.—Australian and New Zealand Wazelte, 


























‘NEW REGULATIONS OF TRADE WITH JAPAN. 


The London Gazette of the 10th inst. contains an Order in Council on 
this subject revoking that of the 3d of March, 1859, and laying down new 
rules for the regulation of such trade, which order is not to come into force 
until the day of its reception by the consul-general in Japan. The new 
order declares what construction shall be given to the word consul, and 
other terms which it may be requisite to use; that consuls shall have power 
to enforce treaties and establish regulations ; that such regulations shall re- 
ceive proper publicity, and penalties inflicted for infringing them, also set- 
ting forth the mode of proceeding in cases of violation of the treaty con- 
cluded with Japan ; that the consuls shall take cognisance of offences other 
than those relating to the observance of treaties, and directs what penalties 
tha'l be inflicted in such cases; that the decisions of subordinite consular 
ofticers may be revised, and directing the manner of doing this; that 
appeals may be made in such cases; that in case of the escape of offenders 
from one consular dis‘rict to another, they may be proceeded against in 
such latter district ; that consuls are empowered, subject to appeal, to hear 
civil suits between British subjects in Japan and Japanese, or sul cts of 
foreign states, notice to appeal to the consul-general to he given to the 
consul within fifteen days ifter decision; that consuls may also hear civil 
ca es between British subjects, subject to an appeal to the consul-zeneral, 
or in cases of importance to the Supreme Couit of Hong-Kong; that it 
shall ke lawful for consuls to summon agsesscrs to nesist them in their pro- 
cvedings, rnd in case of their diseent'ng appeal may be made to the consul- 
geveral ; that proceedings may be taken by distress or impiisonment to en- 
f.rce their decisions ; that in caee of appeals no fiesh evidence shall be laid 
before the consul-general unl-ss fresh facts essential to be heard be brought 
forward ; that in the exan ination of witnesses on o:th it shall be done in 
such mannir as auch witnesses declare to be binding on their consciences ; 
that British subiccts being convicted of perjury in such suits may be 
punished ; that suits may he 8-tt'ed by agreem nt or arbitration; that for 
crimes committed British subj-cts may be tried, and the mode of procedure 
is expla'ned ; that assresors may be summoned by consuls in euch cases ; 
that consuls may award deportations on second convictions, or in certain 
cases in first convictions, and consuls may require British subjec's to give 
sect rity to kvep the peace ; that percons sentenced may be sent to Hong- 
Kong for imprisonment, with other regulations respecting offences; tht 
minutes of procerdings before conuls be drawn up and preserved ; that 
trade of British subjects with Japan cont:ary to treaty is unlawful and 
punishable, and rules laid down in such cases; that consuls may grant pro, 
bate and administer to intestate estates ; and other necessary powers are 
given to consuls, 








COOLIE EMIGRATION TO THE WEST INDIES. 

Iva late number we gave the regulations laid down by Mr. 
J. G, Austin, the Government Emigration Agent for the 
guidance of the Chinese desiring to emigrate to the West 


Indies. Wo now subjoin the “ Articles of Agreement” in 
full:— 

Articles of Agreement,) made this day of —_, in the year of the 
Christian Era, being the day of the monih 


of the year of the reign of Hienfung, according to the Chinese 
Imperial Calendar, between [A], native of China, of the one pari, and John 
Gardiner Austin, special agent of the British Government for the regulating 
and encouragement of emigration from China to the British West Indies, of 
the other part, as follows :—The said A, in consideration of the covenants 
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and stipulaiens hereinafter entered into by the said J. G. Austin, doth 
hereby promise and agree to and with the said J. G. Austin, his executors, 
administrators, and assigns, in manner and form following, that is to say :— 

1, That he, the said A, shall and will, #0 soon as he shall be required by 
the said J.G. Austin, embark on board the British ship (B], now lying at 
anchor and bound for the colony of British Guiana, and remain on board the 
said ship henceforward until she proceeds to sea, and shall then proceed as a 
passenger on board the said ship to British"Guiana aforesaid, for the ‘purpose 
of carrying out the stipulations hereinafter contained on the part of the 
said A. 

2. That the said A shall and will from time to time, and at all times during 
the term of five years, to be computed from the day of the date of the arrival of 
the said ship Bin the said colony of British Guiana, well, faithfully, and 
diligently, and aceording to the best of his skill and ability, work and serve 
san agricu tural labourer in the said colony of British Guiana, according 
to the provisions hereinafter contained. 

8. That the said A shall and will work as such labourer as aforesaid for 
the space of seven hours anda half of each day during the aforesaid term of 
five years, on such estate as may be pointed out by the Governor of the said 
colony of British Guiana, with a reservation of not less than five days to be 
set apart during each year as holidays at the China New Year by the said 
Governor, and of every Sabbath day. And in consideration of the agree- 
ment herein contained on the part of the said A the said J. G. Austin 
hereby promises and agrees to and with the said A in manner following 
that is to say :— 

4. That the said J. G. Austin shall provide the said A with a free pas- 
sage to the said colony of British Guiana, and shall supply him gratuitously 
with such food and clothing as may be necessary for the voyage. 

5. That so long as the s.id A shall continue and be employed as such 
agricultural labcurer as aforesaid, and perform the agreements on his part 
hereinbefore contained, he the said J. G. Austin shall well and truly pay 
or cause to be paid to the said A wages at the rate of four dollars per calen- 








dar month, and shall provide or cause to be provided for the said A during | 


the same service, food, house, garden ground, and medical attendance, all 
free of expense to the said A. Provided always, and itis hereby agrerd, 
that it shall be at the cption of the said A, at any time within twelve 
months of his arrival in the said colony of British Guiana, to elect to be 
paid for his services by the task, in the same way as all labourers not 
under special contract for service for terms of years in the said colony ; and 
that in the event of the said A electing to be paid as last hereinbefore men- 
tioned, then and in such case the said A shall not be entitled to receive 
food, but house, garden ground, and medical attendance shall still be fur- 
nished to him free of charge. 

6. That the said J. G. Austin shall, on demand of the said A, so soon 
ashe shall embark on board the said ship B for she purpose of carrying out 
the terms of this agreement, make an advance on account of wages to the 
said A tothe extent of dollars, shall pay or cause to be paid monthly to 
the assigns or nominees of the said A in China, one part of the wages to be 
eamed by the said A in the said colony of British Guiana, the first payment 
to be made on the day of the date of the embarkation of the said A on 
board the said ship B. Provided always and itis hereby agreed that any 
sum so advanced to the ead A as aoresaid shall be stopped or deducted 
out of the wages to ke earned by the said A, at the rate of one dollar per 
mon‘h, and that any paymen:s so made as wforesaid monthly to the assigns 
‘or nominees of the said A in China, shall be stopped or deducted in equal 
amounts monthly from the wage: to be earned Ly the said A. 

7. That the sa'd A sh.ll Le at liverty to d-t-rmine this agreement at the 
expiration of the first or any subsequent year of its subsistence, upon pay- 
ament of a sum of money equal to the cost of his pn-sage from China to the 
said colony of British Guiana, namely, aeventy-ive dollars, subject to a 
eduction of one-fifth of the said amount for and in respect of each year 
during wiich the said A shall have served as such agricultural labourer 
as aforesaid, under the terms of this agreement. 

8. That the said J. G. Austin shall provide or cause to be provided for 
the said A, during such period as he continue. to serve under the terms of 
this agreement, with the means of corresponding monthly, free of expense, 
with his relatives in China, and of remitting money to them.

SIR JOHN BOWRING IN PARIS, 


Sir John Bowring had an interview with the Emperor, and, at a meeting 
of the society of political economists at which he was present, was requested 
by the chairman (M. Passy) to give an account of the results of the free- 
trade policy of Great Britain as they have operated on the social, agricul- 
tural, manufacturing, and commercial interests of the State. Sir John 
Drought forward some striking facts, exhibiting the enormous increase 
of the national wealth, the advance of wages in all the departments of 
industry, the diminution of crime, the lessening of the poor-rates, and 
the progress and prosperity of every class of citizens, He drew a picture 
of the alarms and menaes which preceded the introduction of free- 
trade, the manner in which the denunciations of the prophets of evil had 
deen disproved by the extraordinary benefits which the emancipation of 
trade had conferred cn the community ; increased consumption, and in- 
creased profits; a general content, and a universal conviction that the truths 
of prlitical economy are as beneficent in their influences as they are un- 
arswerable in their logical conclusions. The state of the silk-trade (‘he 
trade which certainly has most to fear from French competition, as France 
has so undoub.ed a si:jeriority in taste and fashion) was much d lated on. 
‘The incre: se in the exports of silk manufactures from Great Britain, which 
were only about 800,000/. sterli:g per annum wnder the protcctive system 





had now reached 2,600,000/., snd bad been accompanied by an incredib'e 
extension of well-being and enjoyment amongst the operatives, whose wages 
had doubled during the Inst tuirty years. A long and animated debate 
followed the statement, and it seemed gen-rally acknowledged that nothing 
Dut the clear vis'on and firm purpose of the Linperor would have subdued 
the resistance of the Protectionist party; tut there was an almost unanimous 
expression of opinion that no country would in the end more greatly benefit 
by the adoption of free-trade legislation than France herself.

Twelve Yearsin China. By John Scarth, Esq. Thomas Con- 
stable and Co., Edinburgh. 

This volume, which has been anonymously announced as 
authored by a “British resident,” it appears by a prefatory 
notice is the production of Mr. Scarth, a well-known British 
merchant in China. We are glad to observe the tribute he 
pays to the conduct of Admiral Seymour. His views in some 
respects run counter to Sir John Bowring's and Mr. Oliphant’s, 
He condemns the constant wars we are involved in with China. 
Notwithstanding the large number of books which have lately 
appeared on China, we can see much valuable and interesting 
experience of China, the Chinese, their arts, manufactures, and 
social condition, and the illustrative sketches by the author 
are of great value to the reader. We must reserve further 
comment until our next, the book having only just reached us, 





The Hsin Ching les or, Book of Experiments, By T. F. Wave, 
Esq., Chinese Scerctary. Hong Kong. 1859. 

Now that our connection with China is every day becoming 
closer, and the natural course of events is leading us north- 
wards towards Pekin, the appearance of a work like the Hsin 
Ching lu—practical studies in the Pekin dialect—is of immense 
importance. Apart from the value of the materials which this 
book contains for the mere student of the language, there is 
much to interest the inquirer into the institutions of the 
Chinese, as well as those in scarch of philological and ethno- , 
graphical notes. The title—which we suppose to have been * 
invented for the book, and which does not, as some may sup- 
pose, imply the translation of a native work—is peculiarly 
appropriate: it signifies “The Record of seeking a ford,” or a 
royal road—an easy method of learning this most difficult 
tongue. And, indeed, of all languages the Chinese is that one, 
we should say, which most needs the guiding hand of a master, 
A student may plunge into its depths and find himself well- 
nigh overwhelmed, but a prudent word of counsel may guide 
his steps ever onwards with a checring sense of success. To 
be effective, however, this direction must come from one having 
authority—one who has himself trod the path and who knows 
the way. We cannot but rejoice, therefore, to see a work by 
so diligent a student and master as the author of the present 
work, Whether the book quite comes up to the anticipation 
to which the title gives rise—of proving a “ford” to those 
who enter upon this hard task—we may be permitted to doubt ; 
while at the same time it cannot be denied that, as “contri- 
butions to the study of Chinese,” the book is invaluable, con- 
taining, as it does, so large an amount of matter, with explana- 
tory notes. The fact of its being the first work on the pure 
dialect of Pekin that has appeared, invests it with great 
interest, and the excellent advice which Mr. Wade offers upon 
the cultivation of the language, and more especially the pro= 
nunciation. He impresses upon the student the importance of 
speaking well in the first place, in order that le may make the 
most advantage of “those ill-paid Chinese teachers, who, 
though often poor and mean-looking, are perfect. mines of lite- 
rary wealth.” The fellow-labourers with Mr. Wade in the 
preparation of this work appear to have been scholars from the 
capital of China itself; and thus there is presented to the 
student a collection of about 400 passages in bond fide Pekinese. 
The attention which this book will call forth to the peculiar 
intonations required in speaking cannot be overlooked; and 
though, with respect to the system of representing Chinese 
sounds with Roman letters, we should differ from our author 
in some minor points, we feel much gratification in recommend- 
ing the work to the earnest attention of those intending to 
acquire Chinese. 





Narrative of Lord Elgin’s Mission to China and Japan, By 
Lacrence Ourwant, Esq. William Blackwood and Sons, 
London and Edinburgh. 

Every event in modern days has its historian, no matter how 
far the scene of action may be, or the insalubrity of its climate. 
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So it is with the book now before us. Whetler the late am- 
bassador, Lord Elgin, had any idea of this nature floating in 
his mind when he appointed the author of this work his private 
secretary, we know not, but certain it is he made a very happy 
selection in Mr. Oliphant, for, besides having been a great 
traveller, and therefore the more likely to be unprejudiced, he 
was already known to literature, and from his position, first as 
private secretary, and, on the Hon. Mr. Bruce’s return to Eng- 
land with the treaty of Tien-tsin, as secretary to the mission, 
he had the very best opportunity of gathering information. In 
perusing Mr. Oliphant’s work, therefore, we were prepared to 
find a clear, faithful, and dispassionate “Narrative of Lord 
Elgin’s Mission to China and Japan.” Although the book 
throughout is pervaded by aslight spice of budinage, it is trath- 
ful and unexaggerated. Further, Mr. Oliphant himself is an 
able draughtsman, and to his pencil we are indebted for many 
of the engravings, We cannot, however, praise the manner in 
which they have been lithographed. In one particular only are 
we disposed to be at issue with Mr. Oliphant, and that is, that 
throughout the two yolumes he appears to censure Sir Michael 
Seymour for delay, and even irresolution, particularly with re- 
ference to his not having sent the gunboats which Lord Elgin 
had demanded, or made his appearance himself in the north as 
soon as the members of the mission anticipated. Now, with 
all deference to the author, we do think that in this respect 
Mr. Oliphant judges hastily, for, when we take into considera- 
tion the very unsettled state of affairs at Canton, the frequent 
repairs required by the gunboats, the difticulty of procuring suf- 
ficient coal fur them, and the adverse monsoon, and further, 
that the admiral’s flagship, the Calcutta, was a heavy sailing 
vessel, and the numerous matters requiring the admiral’s pre- 
sence in the south, we are disposed most fully to acquit the 
gallant officer of avy hesitation or wilful delay ; and we are the 
more fortified in our opinion when we remember the admiral’s 
acknowledged zeal and efficiency, and even empressement for the 
service. We may even go further, and say that, had the ad- 
miral started the vessels sooner than he did, he would in all 
probability have had them putting back to Hong Kong, or per- 
haps driven to leeward as far as Manila. In a word, he 
exercised the same prudence and foresight in this as in all his 
operation s, and, as a correspondent lately attested, it was to 
that that the foreign residents in Canton and Hong Kong owed 
their very lives. We can almost pardon the expression of disap- 
pointment at the time that Lord Elgin was so thwarted and 
kept idle at Shanghai and the Gulf of Pechili, “ waiting for the 
gunboats ;” but te reproduce those occurrences after the lapse 
of uearly two years is a blemish on the author's able work. It 
is tolerably well known, too, that Lord Elgin has subsequently 
admitted his regret that he penned the condemnatory despatch 
on Sir Michael ; and we affirm that, but for the able and suc- 
cessful manner in which Lord Elgin was seconded in the mili- 
tary part of his mission, he would not have procured a treaty 
worth having. 


The China Question. 


A very able pamphict has just been published. It is written 
in a lucid style and temperate tone, und gives a resuié of the 
late events in China, It is evidently written by an American ; 
we are disposed to think by an eminent diplomatist lately in 
the East—indeed by Mr. Reed himself. 


On the Peiho disaster, the writer says :-— 


+ “Never before has such provo-ation been viv. n to the evi! impulses of our 
civilized and Chi tianised nature, as at the forts of the Peiho in June last, 
It is exasperated by a consciousness of mistake all round—in sta emanship 
at home, if the instructions were peremptory ; in diplomacy abroad, if dis- 
cretion was unwisely exercised ; and in the executive skill and tact of the 
parties.” 

And again :— 





“All these particulars combine to form a provocation by these Oriental 
heathens, such as has never been given before, and in comparison with 
which the petty indignities—the burning of opium chests and the tearing 
up of a plenipotentiary in the Canton factories—which lighted up a war 
twenty years ago, are as nothing.” 





Lord Palmerston’s rumoured warlike tendency is apparently 
considered by the writer as one cause of our present difficulty.

The Red Sca Telegraph Company received, on the 9th inst., 
the following telegram :— 

“ Line from Kurrachee to Muscat laid with perfect success on 
the 17th of January. Newall started from Muscat (to Jay the 
line to Aden) on the 21st.” 

The distance from Kurrachee to Muscat is alout 458 
nautical miles, The next section, from Muscat to Haiani, will 
be 490 miles ; and the third, from Hallani to Aden, 730 miles, 
Should the submersion of the cable be unattended with mishap, 
it is hhoped that the line fiom Aden to Kutrachee will be 
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thrown open for public use in about six weeks’ time. There 
will then be uninterrupted telegraphic communication between 
Alexandria and all parts of India. The cable has one con- 
ducting wire. ‘ 

Tho annual general mecting of the Chiua Tea Company 
(limited) took place, when the report and accounts were re- 
ceived, a dividend of six per cent. having been agreed to. 

A meeting of the Mediterranean Extension Telegraph Com- 
pany has been held. The roport stated that the line between 
Malta and Sicily has been successfully laid, and is now in perfect 
working order. The attempt to restore communication between 
Malta and Cogliari has been abandoned for the present, and part 
of the cable is used for a second Sicilian line to Marsala. The 
Corfu telegraph ceased working in August, the fault appearing 
to be about twenty-four miles from Corfu, and is still out of re- 
pair. The Government have consented that the guaranteed 
interest ou the company's capital be divided into two portions, 
of which one shall be payable for telegraphic communication 
between Malta and the Continental system, and the other for 
communication between Malta and Corfu. The directors do 
not recommend, in the present financial position of the com- 
pany, the declaration of a dividend, cither on the original or pre- 
ference shares, 

Messrs. Ashton and Co., in a letter to the editor of the 
Times, complain of the irregularity of messages between this 
country, Marseilles, and Malta, one case being as follows :-— 
“On the afternoon of the 10th of December last a message was 
sent to us by our agent at Malta, intended to anticipate the 
China mail which arrived on the 15th, whereas the message did 
not reach us till the 17th, two days after the delivery of tho 
letters." This is certainly poor encouragement for using the 
telegraphic line,

FOREIGN COMMERCIAL REPORT, 
Loxpon, Feb, 18, 1860. 


The mails to hand this morning bring but little commercial 
intelligence ; but from Japan we are advised of a stoppage of 
trade at Kanagawa on the everlasting question of currency. It 
appears that foreigners in their demands for the native cur- 
rency, the Jizibou came to high words with the authorities, and 
an appeal being made to the British Consul, General .Alcock, 
residing at Yedo, he issued a circular on the subject, which 
we give elsewhere. This subject was fully discussed in our 
last. issue, showing the large profits made on Japanese gold 
when exported to Shanghai, which is the real cause of all the 
trouble, and up to the present we see no plan marked out for 
aremedy. The consequences are very injurious to our friendly 
relations, and we trust the next mail will bring accounts 
of a plan to obviate the difficulties, 

The port of Swatow was to be formally opencd on the 1st of 
January, under the American treaty, the British also joining 
under the favoured nation-clause in this movement, It is 
announced that_the duties will be collected under inspectorship, 
as at Canton. 

The inspectors at Canton, it is alleged, have been the means 
of driving away a large portion of the trade. Business is, 
however, invariably slack when rice is, as at present, scarce, 
and at, of course, enhanced rates. The scarcity, however, is 
more prospective than real, 

The America claims have been settled by a part-payment in 
cash, and the issue of scrip bearing interest and the guarantee - 
of the United States Government. The manner in which 
the part-payment has been made arises from stoppages 
of duty at the various ports. This forms a striking con- 
trast to the neglect which has attended the British 
claims, Of all the large losses incurred not a single dollar has 
been reimbursed, nor is there any prospect of their liquidation. 
The consequences have of course in some cases been ruinous, and 
the supineness of our Goverument in this affair should form the 
subject of a petition to the House, secing that the same mode 
was open to us as the Americans, and to a much larger extent. 
At this present time our position in China is reversed from its 
usual standard, being now decidedly No. 2, and Atmerica’s 
No, 1. In consequence of the large remittances of bullion, ex- 
change at Hong Kong has declined from 4s, 114d. to 4s. 9d.; 
and this fall will no doubt produce a corresponding fall at 
Shanghai. 





IN EXPORTS. 

Tea.—Nothing is authentic as to the intentions of the tea- 
men in regard to the new season’s tea, the balance of the old 
is said to be held firmly for advanced rates, ‘The export for 
present season is 49 millions, against 28 last year. At Shanghai 
the settlements reported amount to 3,000 chests and 2,500 
half-chests (at 27 to 29 Tis. for Ningchows, and 18 to 23 Tls. for 
Lesan), and 1,000 pkgs.
